gaynſt Percius. Pericles alſo among the 
Athenians vvas had in great admiration 
and honour for his profounde knovv- 
ledze in Philoſophie , by vvhom the 
vvhole Citie of Athens vvas from care 
and vvoe deliuered, yvhen they ſuppo- 
ſed their deſtuction to be neare at hand, 
by a blacke darknes of ſome admiration 
hanging ouer their Citie. Howe ho- 
norably vvas Apelles the Paynter eſtee- 
med of mightic king Alexander, by whõ 
onely he deſired to be paynted, But a- 
mongſt all other Artes and Sciences, 
vvhoſe prayſe in tymes paſt flouriched 
and shined moſt brightly, Chirurgerie 
among the vviſe Grecians lacked not his 
pray ſe,honour,and eſtimation. For dyd 
not that vvorthy and famous captayne 
of the Greekes Agamemion loue dearely, 
and revvarde bountifully both Podalerius 
and * «cham. through vvhoſe cunnings 


skill in Surgerie, thouſands of vvorthy 
Greekes 
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vvho els had dyed and perished. And 
further heere to ſpeake of Philoneter, of 
Attalus, of Hiero, of Archelaus, and of 


Inhs, kinges of famous memoric, vvho 


purchaſed cternal prayſe by their ſtudy 
and cunning in Phiſicke and Surgery. 
But novve in theſe our dayes enuie fo 
ruleth the roſt, that Phiſicke should be 
condemned, and Surgerie deſpiſed for 
cuer, but that ſometime payne biddeth 
battayle, and care keepeth skirmishe, in 
ſuche bytter ſorte, that at the laſt this 
Alarum is ſounded out, Noyve come 
Phiſicke,and then helpe Surgerie. Then 
is remembred the ſaying of ſeſus the ſonne 
of Sirache which is notable, Honour the 
Phiſition and Chirurgion for neceſsitie, 
vvhom the almightie God hath created, 
becauſe from the hyeſt commeth Me- 
dicine, and they shal receyue gyftes of 
the King, V Vherefore vve exhort the 
vvyſe man that he in no tyme of pro- 
ſperitie and health, neglect theſe noble

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Greekes vvere ſaued aliue and healed, 
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Artes and myſtcries of Phiſicke and 
Chirurgerie,becauſe no age,no perſon, 
no countrey can long time lacke their 
helpes and remedies, V Vhat is it to 


haue landes and houſes, to abounde in 


ſiluer and golde, to be deckt with pear- 
les and Diamondes, yea and to poſleſſe 
the vvhole vvorlde, to rule ouer Na- 
tions and countreys: and to lacke health, 
the cheefeſt Iuel and greateſt treaſure 
of mans lyfe and delight. 

Conſider then vvee beſeeche your 
VVorships, vvhat prayſes are due to 
ſuche noble Sciences, vvhiche onely 
vvorlce the cauſes of this aforeſayde 
health, and hovve muche the vveale 
publique are bounde to al them, whoſe 
cares and ſtudies daylye tendeth too 
this ende.

Not for them that be ex- 
pertly ſeene in the Anatomie: for 
to them Galen the Lanterne of all 
Chirurgions, hath ſet it foorth in 
his Canons, to the high glory of 
God, and too the erudition and 
knowledge of al thoſe that be ex- 
pertly ſeene and learned in the no- 
ble Science of Chirurgerie. And 
becauſe al the noble Philoſophers 
wryting vppon Chirurgerie, doo

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condemne al ſuche perſons as pra- 
ctiſe in Chirurgeric not knowin 
the Anatomie. Therefore J haue

Heerein J| doo 
note the ſaying of Lamtranke,

his name, oz by his wozking, oz els by 
his very being and ſhewing cf his owne 
pꝛoperties. So then it followeth that 
in the fam? manner we may know what 
Chirurgerie is by thzee thinges. Firſt by 
his name, as thus, (The Jnterpzeters 
write, tat Surgerie is deriued oute 
ot thele woꝛdes, Apo tes chiros, cai tou 
ergou, that is too bee vnderſtanded, 4 
hand woꝛking, and ſo it may be taken fox 
al handy artes, But noble Jpocras 
ſapch, that Surgerie is hande wozking 
in mans body, foꝛʒ the very ende and pꝛo⸗ 
fite of Chirurgerie is hande wozking, 
Nowe the ſecunde manner of knowing 
what thing Chirurgerie ie, it is the ſay⸗ 
ing of Avicen to be knowen by his bees 
ing, koꝛ it is verely a medecinal ſcience; 
and ag Galen ſayth. he that wyl knowe 
tize cert:ntie of a thing, let him not buſy 
him ſcife to know only the name of that 
thing, but allo the wozking and the ek⸗ 
fect of the ſam? thing. Nowe the thirde 
way to knowe what thing Chirurgerie 
is, It is aiſo to be knowen by his beeing 
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v2 declaring of his owne pꝛoperties, the 
which teacheth vs to wozke in mannes 
body with handes: as thus, In cutting 
02 opening thoſe partes that be whole, 
and in healing thoſe partes that be bꝛo⸗ 
ke noz cut, and in taking away that that 
is ſuperfluous, as warts, wennes,ſkur-z 
fulas, and other lyke. But further to de⸗ 
clare what Galen ſayth Surgery is, 
It is the laſte inſtrument ot medicine: 
That is to ſay, Dyet, Pocion, and Chi: 
rurgerie: of the whiche thzee, ſayth he, 
Dyet is the nobleſt, and the moſt ver⸗ 
tuous. And thus he ſayth, whereas a 
man may be cured with Dyet onely, let 
there be geuen no maner of medicine, 
(The ſeconde inſtrument is Pocion: fog 
and if a man may be cured with Dyet 
and Pocion, let there not be miniſtred 
any Chirurgerie. (The thirde and laſte 
Inſtrument, is Chirurgerie , though 
whoſe vertue and goodnes is remoued 
and put away many greeuous infirmiz- 
ties and diſeaſes, which might not haue 
bene remoued noꝛ yet put away, neither 
with Diet, noz with Pocion. And by 
theſe thzee meanes it is knowen what 
thing Chirurgerie is. And this ſuffiſeth 
A. ij. foz 
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foz vs foꝛ that poynt. Nowe it is kno⸗ 
wen what thing Chirurgerie is, there 
mult alſobe choſen a man apt and mete 
to miniſter Surgerie, oz to be a Chirur 
gion. And in this poynt al Authozs doo 
agree, that a Chirurgion ſhould be cho⸗ 
ſen by his complexion, aud that his com⸗ 
plexion be very temperate, and al his 
members wel pzopoztioned.

ners. Ind Ariſtotle the great Philoſo⸗

ſcrue him, by the fozme and ſhape cf the 
face,and al other members of the body.

loſophers ſay, amongſt all other thinges

By this Galen meaneth , that 
to the cure of euery ſoze there belongeth 
foure thinges:of which, the firſt and pzin 
cipal belongeth to God, the ſecond to the 
Surgion , the thirde to the Medicine, 
and the fourth to the Pacient. Ok the 


which foure and if any one do —_— 
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"7 Pacient can not be healed : then they, to 
whom belongeth but the fourth parte, 
ſhal not pꝛomiſe the whole, but bee firſt 
wel aduiſed, They muſt alſo be gracious 
þ and good to the pwze,and of the rich take 
liberally foz bothe. And ſee they neuer 
zayſe them ſelues, foz that redoundeth 
moze to their ſhame and diſcredite, then 
to their fame woꝛſhip: Foz a cunning 
and ſkilful Chirurgion neede neuer vaũt 
bk his dooings, foz his wozks wyll euer 
get credite pnough.

of bones and Joyntes that be griſtly, 
might the eaſelyer be folded and moued 
together without hurt: The fourth is, 
foz that it is necefſarie in ſome meane 
places to put a gryſtle, as in the thzote 


bowel foz the ſounde: The fyfth is, foz 


that it is needeful that ſome members be 
holden vp with a gryftle,as the liddes of 
the eyes: The ſixth is, that ſome limme# 
haue a ſuſtayning and a dzawting abz07, 
ag in the noſe and the eares. cc. 

The Lygament is a member conſim⸗ 
ple, ſimple, and ſpermatike,next in hard⸗ 
nes to the griſtle, and of complexion coſd 
and dy, and is flexible and inſenſibik, 
and byndeth the bones together. The 
cauſe why he is flexible and inſencible is 
this: It it had bene ſenſible, he mighte 
not haue ſuffred the labour and mouing 
of the ioynts: and if it had not ben flext= 
ble of his bewing, one lymme ſhould not 
haue moued without another, (The ſez 

B. ij. conde 
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conde pꝛofite is, that he be ioyned with 
ſinews, koꝛ to make Coꝛdes & Bꝛawnes: 
The thirde helpe is, that he be a reſting 
place to ſome ſinewes : (The fourth pꝛo⸗ 
fite is, that by him the members that be 
within the body be ſuſtapned, as the ma: 
trix and kidneys, and divers other, 0c. 
The Sinewis a conſimiler member, 
ſimple and ſpermatike, meane detweene 
harde and ſofte, and in complexion colde 
and dye, and he is both flexible and ſenz 
ſible,ſtrong and tough, hauing his bes 
ginning from the bzaine,oz fro Mynuca, 
whiche is the marow of the backe. Ind 
from the bzayne commeth. vij. payꝛe of 
Nerues ſenſatiues, and from Mynuca 
tommeth.xxx.payʒe of Merues motius, 
and one that is by him ſelfe,that ſpzinz 
geth of the laſt ſpondel. Al theſe ſene ws 
haue both feeling and mouing, in ſome 
mo2e.and in ſome leſſe. gc. 

A Coꝛde oz (Tendon is a conſimple 
o2 official member,compounde and ſper⸗ 
matike, ſynowp, ſtrong, and tough, mean⸗ 
iy betweene hardenes and ſoftnes, and 
meanely ſenſible and flexible, and in cõ⸗ 
plexion colde and dꝛy. And the Cozde oz 
(Tendon is thus made; (The 2 

| that 
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that come from the bzapne @ from My⸗ 
nuca, and go to moue the members, is 
intermingled with the Lygamentes, and 
when the Synewes and Lygamentes 


are intermingled together,then is made 


a Cozde. And thzee cauſes J| perceyue 
why the Cozdes were made: (The fyꝛſt 
is, that the Synewe alone is ſo ſenſible 
that he may not ſuffer the great labour 
and trauel of mouing, without the fe= 
lowſhip and ſtrength of the Lygament 
that is inſencible , and that letteth his 
great feeling, and bzingeth him to a per⸗ 
fect temperaunce, and ſo the Coꝛdes 
moue the limmes to the wil of the ſoule. 
And this Coꝛde is aſſociated with a ſim⸗ 
ple fleſh, and ſo therof is made a bzawne 
o2 4 muſtzel, on whom he might reſt af- 
ter his trauel. And this Bzawne is calz 
led a Mulkle. Then when this Cozde 
is entred into this bꝛawne, he is deparz 
ted into many ſmal thzeeds, the whiche 
be called wylte. Ind this wyt hath thzee 
pꝛoperties: (The fpzit is in length, by 
whoſe vertue that dꝛaweth it hathmight: 
(The ſoconde in bzeadth, by whome the 
vertue that caſteth out hath might: The 


third in thwartnes, in whom the _ 
that 
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that holdeth hath might: and at the ende 
of the Bzawne thoſe thzeedes be gathe⸗ 
red together to make another muſkel. cc 
Nowe J wyl begynne at the Artere. 
This Artere is a member conſimple, 
ſimple and ſpermatike, hollowe and ſy⸗ 
nowy, hauing his ſpꝛinging from the 
hart, bzinging from the harte to euery 
member bid and ſpirite of lyfe. It is of 
complexion colde and dzye. And al theſe 
Arteres haue two cotes, except one that 
goth to the Lunges,and he hath but one 
cote that ſpzeadeth abzode in the Lungs, 
and dzingeth with him to the Lunges 
blod, with the ſpirite of lyte to nouriſhe 
the Lungs withal : and alſo that Artere 
bzingeth with him from the lunges ayze 
to temper the fumoug heate that is in 
the harte. And this Artere is he that is 
called Arteria venalis, becauſe he hath 
but one cote as a vayne,and is moze obe: 
dient to be delated abzode though al the 
lunges, becauſe that the blood might the 
ſoner ſweate though him: wheras al oz 
ther Irters haue two cotes, becauſe one 
cote may not withſtande the might and 
power of the ſpirit of life. Diuers other 
cauſes there be, which ſhal be — — 
e 
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the Inathomie of the bꝛeſt. ec; | 

The Veyne is a ſymple member, in 
complexion colde and dzye, and ſperma⸗ 
tike, like to the Irtere,hauing his beginz 
ning from the Lyuer, and bꝛinging from 
the Lyuer nutritive blood, to nouriſhe 
euery member of the body with. And it 
is ſo to be vnderſtanded that there is no 
moze difference betweene theſe two veſ=z 
ſels of blood, but that the Artere is a veſz 
ſel of blood ſpiritual oz vytal. Ind the 
Uepne is a veſſel of blood nutrimental, 
of the which Uepnes there is noted two 
molt pꝛincipal, of the which one is called 
vena porta, the other is called venacelis, 
of whom it is too much to treate ot now, 
vntyll we come to the anathomie of the 
wombe. cc. 

The fleſh is a conſimiler member, ſim 
ple, not ſpermatike, and is ingendꝛed of 
blodd congeled by heate, and is in com⸗ 
plexion hote and moyſt. Df the which is 
noted thzee kindes of fleſhes: that is to 
lap, one is ſoft @ pure fleſhe: the ſeconde 
is muſkulus oz hard g bzawny fleſh:the 
thirde is glandulus, knottp, 9 kurnellp 
fleſhe. Alſo the commodities of the fleſhe 
be indifferent, foz ſome be common to 


E 
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euery kinde of fleſhe, and ſome be p202 
per to one maner of fleſhe alone, The 
p2ofytes of the fleſhe be many, foz ſome 
defende the bodye from colde as dothe 
clothes: alſo it defendeth the body from 
harde thinges comming agaynſt it: alſo 
though his moyſture he rectiſieth the 
body in ſommer, in time ot great heate. 
Uherefoze it is to be conſidered what 
pꝛofitablenes is in euery kinde of fleſhe 
by him ſelfe. And fyꝛſt of ſimple and pure 
fle ſhe, whiche fulfplleth the concauities 
of voyde places, and cauſeth good fozme 
and ſhape ; and this fleſhe is founde bez 
tweene the teeth, and on the ende of the 
varde. (The pzofite of the Bzawny fleſhe 
oꝛ muſkulus fleſhe, ſhal be ſpoken of in 
the Anathomie of the armes. (The pꝛo⸗ 
fites of the Glandulus fleſhe are theſe; 
Firſt, that it turneth the blood into a cul⸗ 
{our like to him ſelfe, as doth the fleſhe 
of a womans paps turne the menſtrual 
blood into mylke: ſecondly, the Glandus 
lus fleſhe of the Teſtikles, turneth the 
blood into ſparme : thirdly, the Glanduz 
lus fleſh of the checkes, that ingendꝛeth 
the ſpittle. 4c. 

(The next is of Fatnes,of the org 
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finde three kindes: (The firſte is 
Pinguedo, and it is a conſimilar mem: 
ber, not ſpermatike, and it is made of a 
ſubtyl poztion of blod congeled by colde: 
and it is of complex ion colde and moyſt, 
inſencible, and is intermedled amongeſt 
the partes of the fleſhe. The ſeconde is 
Adeppes, and is of the ſame kinde as is 
Pinguedo, but it is departed from the 
fleſhe beſydes the ſkinne, and it is as an 
oyle heating and moyſting the fkinne, 
The thirde is Auxingia, and it is ot 
kinde as the others be, but he is depar⸗ 
ted from the fleſhe withinfozth about the 
kidneys, and in the intrayles, and it hel⸗ 
peth both the kidneys and the intrayles 

from dꝛying by his vnctioſitie. c. 
Then come we to the Skinne. The 
Skinne is a conſimile member oz 6ffi- 
ciall, partely ſpermatike , ſtrong and 
tough, flexible and ſencible, thinne and 
temperate, Wherof there be two kindes; 
One is the Skinne that couereth the 
outwarde members: and the other the 
inner members, whiche is called a 
Pannicle, the pꝛokitableneſſe of whome 
was ſpoken of in the laſte Leſſon: 
But the Skinne is p2operlye wouen 
C.j. of 
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of Thꝛeede g, Nerues , Uepnes, and 
Arteirs. And he is made temperate, be⸗ 
cauſe he ſbould be a god deemer of heate 
from colde, and of moyſtnes from d2yz 
nes, that there ſhoulde nothing noye noz 
hurt the body, but it geueth warning to 
the common wittes thereof. @c. | 

The Yeyzes of euery part of mans 
body are but a ſuperfluitie of members, 
made of the groſſe fume oz ſmoke paſſing 
out of the viſcoues matter,thickened to 
the fozme of heyꝛe. (The pzofitableneſſe 
of him is declared in the Anathomie of 
the head. cc. 

The Nayles likewiſe are a ſuperflui⸗ 
tie of members, engẽdꝛed of great earth 
ly ſmoke oz fume reſolued thꝛough the 
natural heate of humours, and is ſofter 
then the Bone, ⁊ harder then the Fleſhe, 
In complexion they be colde and dzye, 
and are alwayes waxing in the extremi⸗ 
tie of the fyngers and toes. (The vtili⸗ 
tie of them are, that by them a man ſhal 
take the better holde: alſo they helpe to 
clawe the body when it needeth ; Laſtly, 

they helpe to deuide thinges foz lacke 
of other tooles, c. 
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Hleereaſter foloweth the 


Anathomie of the compound mem- 
bers, and firſt of the head, 


Ecauſe the head of man is the has 
bitation oz dwelling place of the 
reaſonable ſoule of man, therefoze 
with the grace of God J ſhal fyꝛſt ſpeake 
of the Anatomie of the head. Galen ſaith 
in the ſeconde Chapter De iuuamentes, 
and Auicen rehearſeth the ſame in hys 
fy2ſt pzepoſition and third Chapter, pꝛo⸗ 
uing that the Mead ok man was made 
neither foz Wittes,noz yet foz the Bꝛay⸗ 
nes, but onely foz the eyes. {oz beaſtes 
that haue no heades,haue the oꝛgayne oz 
inſtrumentes of Wittes in their bzeſts, 
(Therefoze God and nature haue reared 
bp the head of man onely foz the eyes, 
fo it is the hyeſt member of man: and 
ag a beholder oꝛ watchman ſtandeth in 
a highe Towze to geue warning of the 
enemies, ſo doth the Eye of man geue 
warning vnto the common Mittes, foz 
the defence of all other members cf the 
body. Nowe to our purpoſe, It the que⸗ 
ſtion be aſked, how many things be there 
C. u. cons 
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contevning on the head, and howe many 
thinges conteyned within the head? As 
it ts rehearſed by Guydo, there bee but 
fyue conteining,and as many conteined: 
as thus, (The Meyꝛe, the Skinne, the 
Fleſh,the Pannicles, and the Bone, nei⸗ 
ther rehearſing Vieyne noꝛ Artere. The 
which Anathomie can not be truly with⸗ 
out them both, as thou ſhalt wel perceiue 
both in this Chapter, but ſpecially in the 
next. And nowe in this leſſon JJ ſhall 
ſpeake but of Yeire, Skinne, Fleſhe, 
Ueines, Pannicles, and Bones, what 
p2ofite they dw to man, euery of them in 
his kinde. Df the Meire of the head 
Cwhoſe creatton is knowen in the Ana⸗ 
tomie of the ſimple members) J do note 
foure vtilities why it was oꝛdeyned: the 
fy2{t is, that it defendeth the Bzapne fro 
to muche heate, and too muche colde, 
and many other outwarde noyances: 
The ſeconde is, it maketh the fozme oz 
ſhape of the head to ſeeme moze ſeeme= 
{yer oz beautyfuller. Foz if the head 
were not heyzed, the face and the heade 
(ould ſeeme but one thing, and there⸗ 
foze the heyꝛe fozmeth and ſhapeth the 
head from the face: The thirde is, that 
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by the cullour of the heyze is witneſſed @ 
knowen the complexion of the Bzayne 2 
(The fourth is, that the fumoſities of 
the bzayne might aſſend and paſſe lyght⸗ 
Iyer out by them. Foz if there were a ſad 
thing, as the ſkinne oz other, cf the ſame 
nature as the heyre is, the fumoſities of 
the bzayne might not haue paſſed thaowe 
it ſo lightly, as it doth by the heyze, 

(The Skinne of the head is moꝛe la⸗ 
zartus, thicker, and moze poꝛrus, than 
any other Skinne ot any other member 
of the body. And two cauſes Jnote why, 
One is, that it keepeth oꝛ defendeth the 
bꝛayne from too muche heate and colde, 
as doth the heyꝛe: The other, it diſcuſ: 
ſeth to the common wittes of al thinges 


that noyeth outwardly, foz the heyze is 


inſencible : The thirde cauſe why the 
ſkinne of the head is moze thicker then 
any other ſkinne of the body, is this, that 
it keepeth the bꝛayne the moꝛe warme, 
and is the better fence foz the bzayne, 
and it bindeth and keepeth the bones or 
the head the faſter together, 

Next followeth the Fleſhe,the which 
is al Muſculus oz Lazartus fleſye, lyz 
ing vpon pericranium without * 
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and it is made of ſubtile Wylle, and of 
ſimple fleſhe, Synewes, Meines, @ Irz 
teirs. And why the fleche that is al muſ⸗ 
culus oz lazartus in euery member of a 
mans body was made, is foz thzee cau⸗ 
ſes: the fyzit is, that by his thicknes, he 
ſhoulde comfozte the digeſtion of other 
members that lye by him: The ſeconde 
ig, that though him euery member is 
made the moze foꝛmelper, and taketh the 
better Wape: The thirde is, that by his 
meanes euery member ot the body dꝛa⸗ 
weth to him noriſhing, the which others 
withholde to put foozth from them: 
as it ſhal be moze playnlyer ſpoken of in 
the Anathomie of the wombe, 

Next followeth Pericranium, oz the 
couering of the bones of the head. But 
heere it is to be noted of a Uepne and an 
Artere that commeth betweene the fleſh 
and this Pericranium, that nouriſheth 
the vtter part ot the head, and ſo entreth 
pziuily thꝛough the commiſſaries of the 
ſkul,bearing to the Bzayne and to his 
Pannikles nouriſhing : of whoſe ſubz 
ſtaunce is made bothe Duramater, and 
alſo Pericranium , as ſhall be declared 
in the partes conteyned in the head, Yere 

10 
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it is to be noted of this Pannikle Peri- 
cranium, that it bindeth oꝛ compaſſeth al 
the bones ot the head, vnto whom is ad⸗ 
ioyned the Duramater, and isalſo a part 
of his ſubſtaunce, howbeit they be ſepa⸗ 
rated, koꝛ Duramater is nerer þ bzapne, 
and is vnder the ſkull. This Pericra⸗ 
nium was made pꝛincipally foz two cauz 
ſes: one is, that foz his ſtrong bynding 
together he ſhould make firme and ſtable 
the feeble commiſſaries oꝛ ſeames of the 
bones of the head: The other cauſe is, 
that it ſhoulde be a meane betweene the 
harde bone and the ſofte fleſhe. 

Nexte is the Bone of the Pot of the 
head keeping in the Bzaynes, of which 
it were too long to declare their names 
after al Juthozs, as they number them 
and their names, foz ſome name them 
after the Grecke tongue,and ſome after 
the Arabian, but in concluſion al is to 
one purpoſe. Ind they be numbzed ſeuen 
bones in the pan oz ſkul of the head: the 
kyzſt is called the Cozonal bone, in which 
is Þ Oꝛbyts oz holes of the Eyes, and it 
reacheth from the Bzowes vnto the mid 
deſt of the head, and there it meteth with 
the ſeconde bone called Dccipillial, a 
bone 
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bone of the hinder part of the head called 
the Noddel of the head, which two bones 
Cozonal and Occipiſſiale be deuided by 
the Commiſſaries in the middes of the 
head, (The thirde and fourth bones be 
called Parietales,and they be the bones 
of the ſideling parts of the head, and they 
be deuided by the Comiſſoztes both from 
the fozeſayde Coꝛonal and Occipiſſial. 
(The fyfth and the ſyxth bones be called 
Petroſa oz Mendola: and theſe two 
bones lye ouer the bones called Parie⸗ 
tales, on euery ſide of the head one, lyke 
ſkales, in whom be ß holes of the eares. 
The ſeuenth and laſt of the head is cal⸗ 
led Paxillarie,oz Bazillarie, the whiche 
bone is as it were a wedge vnto all the 
other ſeuen bones of the head, and doth 
faſten them togeather. And thus be all 
numbzed : the firſt is the Coꝛonal bone, 
the ſeconde is the Dccipiſſial,the thirde 
and the fourth is Parietales, the fyfth 
and the ſixth is Petroſa oz Mendoſa, 
and the ſeuenth is Paxillari, oz Baz 
zillari. And this ſuffiſeth foz 
the fpue thinges conz 
tepning,

within the head. 


Ext vnder the bones of the head 
withintooꝛth, the firſt thing that 
appeareth is Duramater, then 
is Piamater, then the ſubſtaunce of the 
Bꝛayne, and then Mermy fozmes and 
Retemirabile. But firſt to ſpeake ol Du⸗ 
ramater, whereot, and ho we it is ſpꝛong 
and made: Firſt it is to be noted of the 
Ueine and Arteire that was ſpoken of in 
the laſte Chapter befoze , howe pꝛiuyly 
they entred thzough the commiſſozis oz

ſeames of the head, and there by their v⸗ 


nion together, they do not onely bzing 
and geue the ſpirite of lyfe and nutriz 
ment, ibut alſo doo weaue them ſelues 
ſo togeather, that they make this pan⸗ 
nicle Duramater. It is holden vp by 
certayne thzeedes cf him ſelfe comming 
thzough the ſayd commiſſoꝛies, running 


into Pericranium oz pannicle that coue⸗ 
reth che bones of the head. Ind with the 


fozeſayde Ueyne and Arteire, and theſe 
th:cedes comming from Duramater, is 
D. j. wouen 
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wouen and made this Pericranium. 
Alto why this panicle Duramater is ſet 
from the ſkul, J note two cauſes:thefirſt 
is, that if the Duramater ſhoulde haue 
touched the ſkul, it ſhoulde lightly haue 
bene hurt with the hardnes of the bone: 
The ſeconde cauſe is, that the matter 


that commeth of woundes made in the 


head pearſing the ſku!, ſhoulde by it the 
better be defended and kepte from Piaz 
mater, and hurting of the bzayne. And 
next vnto this panicle there is another 
pannicle called Pia mater, 02 mecke moz 
ther, becauſe it is ſo ſofte and tender vn⸗ 
to the bꝛayne. Ot whole creation it is to 
be noted as ot Duramater, foz the oꝛi⸗ 
ginal of their kyꝛſt creatio is of one kind, 
both from the Yart and the Lyuer, and 
ig mother of the very ſubſtaunce of the 
b2apne., Why it is called Piamater, is, 
foz becauſe it is ſo ſofte and tender ouer 
the bzayne, that it nouriſheth the bzapne 
and feedeth it, ag doth a louing mother 
vnto her tender childe oz babe, foz it is 
not (o tough and harde as is Duramaz 
ter. Jin this panicle Pia mater is much 
to be noted of the great number of Uey⸗ 
nes and Irteirs that are planted, rame⸗ 
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fying thzoughout al his ſubſtaunce, ge⸗ 
uing to the bzayne both ſpirite and lyfe. 
And this Pannicle doth circumuolue 
02 lappe al the ſubſtaunce of the bꝛayne: 


| and in ſome places of the bꝛayne the 


Ueynes and the Arteirs goo foozth of 


him, and enter into the diuiſions of the 
bꝛapne, and there dzinketh of the bꝛayne 


ſubſtaunce into them, aſking of the hart 
to them the ſpirite of iyfe oz bzeath, and 


ok the Lyuer nutriment. And the afozez 


ſayde ſpirite oz bzeath taketh a further 
digeſtion, and there it is made animal, by 


| the elebozation of the ſpirite vital is tura 


ned and made animall, Furthermoze, 
why there bee moo pannicles ouer the 
bzapne then one, is this, It there had 
beene but one pannicle onely, epther it 
muſt haue beene harde, oz ſoft, oz meane 
betweene both: Ik it had beene harde, it 
ſhould haue hurt the bꝛaine by his hard = 
nes: it it had beene ſofr, it ſhoulde haue 
beene hurt of the harde bone: and yt it 
had beene but meanely neyther hard not 
ſoft,it ſhould haue hurt the bzaine by his 
roughnes, and alſo haue beene hurte of 
the harde bone. Therekoꝛe God and na⸗ 
ture haue oꝛdeyned two Pannicles, the 
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one harde, and the other ſofte, the harder 
to be a meane betweene the ſofte and the 
bone: and the ſofter tobe a meane be⸗ 
tween? the harder an? the bzaine it ſelfe, 
Aiſo theſe Pannicles be colde and dzy of 
complexion, and ſpermatike. 

Next is the Bzayne,of which it is mar: 
ueylous to be conſidered and noted, how 
this Piamater deuideth the ſubſtaunce 
v of the Bzapne, and lappeth it into certen 
ſelles oz diuiſtons, as thus: The ſub⸗ 
ſtaunce of the bzaine is diuided into thꝛer 
partes, oz ventrikles, ot which the foze: 
mot part is the moſte: the ſeconde 02 
middlemoſt is leſle: the third oz hinder⸗ 
moſt is the leaſt, And from eche one to 
other be iſſues oz paſſages that are called 
Meates, thzough whom palleth the ſpirit 
of life too and fro. But here ye ſhal note 
that euery Uentrikle is diuided into two 
partes, and in every parte God hath oz: 
deyned and ſet fingular and ſeueral ver⸗ 
tues, as thus: Firſt in the fozemoſt Uen⸗ 
trikle God hath founded and ſet the com⸗ 
mon Wittes, otherwiſe called the fyue 
Wittes, as Yearing, Steing, Feeling, 
Smellmg,and taſting. And alſo there is 
in one part ot this Uentrikle,the _ 
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that is called Fantaſie, and he taketh al 
the fozmes oz ozdinaunces that be diſpoa 
ſed of the flue wittes, after the meaning 
of ſenſible thinges: In the other parte 
of the ſame Uentrikle is ozdeyned and 
founded the Jmaginatiue vertue, the 
whiche recepueth of the common Wittes 
the fourme oz ſhape of ſenſitiue thinges, 
as they were receyued of the common 
wittes withoutfoozth,repzeſenting their 
owne ſhape and ozdinaunces bnto the 
memozatiue vertue. In the middeſbſel ...” 
oz ventrikle there is founded and oꝛdey⸗ 
ned the Cogitatiue oz eſtimatiue vertue: 
foz he rehearſeth,ſheweth,declareth, and 
deemeth thoſe things that be offered vn⸗ 
to him by the other that were ſpoken of 
befoze. In the thirde Uentricle and laſt 
there is founded and o2depned the ver⸗ 
tue MWemozatine : in this place is regi⸗ 
ſtred and kept thoſe things that are done 
and ſpoken with the ſenſes, and keepeth 
them in his treaſurie vnto the putting 
foozth of the fyue oz common wittes, oz 
02gaynes, oz inſtrumentes of animal 
wozkes, out of whoſe extremities oz 
{owar partes ſpzingeth Mynuca, oꝛ ma⸗ 
rowe of the ſpondels: of whom it 9 
e 
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be ſpoken of in the Anatomie of the 
necke and backe. Furthermoze it is to 
be noted,that from the fozemoſt Uentriz 
kle of the bꝛayne ſpzingeth ſeuen payze 
of ſenſatiue oz feeling ſenews,the which 
be pꝛoduced to the Eyes, the Eares, the 
ole, the Toung, and to the Stomack, 
and to diuers other partes of the body: 
as it ſhal be declared in their anatomies. 
Aldo it is to bee noted, that aboute the 
middeſt ventrikle is the place of Nermi 
foʒmis, with curnelly fleſhe that filleth, 
and Retemirabile, oz wonderful caule 
vnder the Pannicles , is ſette oz bounz 
ded with Arteirs onely whiche come 
from the harte, in the whyche the 
vitayle ſpirite by his great labour is tur: 
ned and made animal, And ye ſhal vn⸗ 
derſtande that theſe two be the beft kept 
partes of al the body, foz a man ſhal ra⸗ 
ther dye, then any of theſe ſhould ſuffer 
any manner of greefes from without: 
foozth, and therefoze God hath ſet them 
farre from the hart. Meere J note the 
ſaying of Maly Abbas, of the comming 
oftmal Irteirs from the hart, ot whom 
(ſayth he) is made a marueylous net oz 
caule, in the which caule is incloſed the 
Bꝛapne, 
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Bꝛayne, and in that place is lapde the 
ſpirite of feeling, from that place hath 
the ſpirite of feeling his fyzſt creation, 
and from thence paſſeth to other memz. 
bers. c. Furthermoze pe ſhal vnderſtãd 
that the bzayne is a member colde and 
moyſt of complexion, thinne, and meane⸗ 
ly viſcous, and a pꝛincipal member, and 
an official member,and ſpermatike.And 
fy: why he is a pꝛincipal member, is, 
becauſe he is the gouernour oz the treaz 
ſurie of the fpue wittes: And why he is 
an official member, is, becauſe he hath 
the effect offeeling and ſtering: And why 
he is colde and moyſt, is, that he ſhoulde 
by his coldnes and moyſtnes abate and 
temper the exceeding heate and dꝛought 
that commeth from the harte: Alſo why 
it is moyſt, is, that it ſhoulde be the moze 
indifferenter and abler to euery thing 
that ſhoulde be reſerued oz gotten into 
him; Allo why it is ſoft,is, that it ſhould 
geue place and fauour to the vertue of 
ſtering: And why it is meanely viſcous, 
is, that his ſenewes ſhould be ſtrong and 
meanely toughe, and that they ſhoulde 
not be letted in their wozking thzoughe 
his ouermuche hardnes, Meere Galen 
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demaundeth a queſtion, whiche is this, 
Whether that feeling and mouing bee 
b2zought to Nerues by one oꝛ by diuers: 
oꝛ whether the afozeſapde thing be bꝛou⸗ 
ght ſubſtancially oz radically. (The mat: 
ter (ſayth he) is ſo harde to ſearche and 
be vnderſtoode, that it were much better 
to let it alone and paſſe ouer it. Ariſto⸗ 
tle intreating of the Bꝛayne, ſayth, The 
Bꝛayne is a member cotmually mouing 
and ruling al other members of the boz 
dy, geuing vnto them both feeling and 
mouing: foz it the Bzayne be let, al other 
members be let: and if the Bzayne be 
wel, then al other members the body be 
the better diſpoſed, Allo the bꝛayne hath 
this pzopertie, that it moueth and folloz 
weth the mouing of the Mone: foz in 
the waxing of the Mane the Bzapne 
foiloweth vpwardes, and in the wane of 
the Moone the bzapne diſcendeth downz 
wardes, and vaniſheth m ſubſtaunce of 
vertue: foz then the Bzapne ſhzinketh 
togeather in it ſelfe, and is not ſo fully 
obedrent to the ſpirit of feeling. And this 
is pꝛoued in menne that be lunatike oz 
madde, and alſo in men that be epulenz 
tike 02 hauing the falling ſicknelle, that 
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be moſte greeued in the beginning of the 
newe Mone, and in the latter quarter 
of the Mone. Wherefoze Cſapth Ariſto⸗ 
tle) when it happeneth that the Bꝛayne 
1s eyther to dzye oz to moyſt, then can it 
not wozke his kinde: foꝛ then is the boz 
dy made colde: then are the ſpirites of 
lyte melted and reſolued away: and then 
foloweth feeblenes of the wittes, and of 
al other members of the body, and at the 
laſte death,

ÞE Front oz the Fozhead con- 
Ti. nothing but the Skinne 

and Muſculus fleſhe, foz the 
panicle vnderneth it is of Pericranium, 
and the bone is of the Coꝛonal bone. 
Howebeit there it is made bꝛoade as yt 
there were a double bone, whiche ma⸗ 
keth the koꝛme of the Bzowes, It is cal⸗ 
led the Foꝛhead oz Front from one Eare 
to the other, and from the rootes of the 
Eares of the head befoze vnto p bꝛowes. 
But the cauſe why the Bzowes were ſet” 
E. j. and 
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and reared vp, was, that they ſhoulde de⸗ 
fende the Eyes from noyaunce withoutz 
foozth : And they be oꝛdeyned with heare 
to put by the humour oz ſweat that com⸗ 
meth from the head. Allo the Bꝛowes do 
helpe the Eyeliddes, and do beautifte and 
make fay:e the face, foz he that hath not 
his Bzowes heyzed,is not ſeemely, And 
Ariſtotle ſayth , that over meaſurable 
B:zowes betokeneth an enuious man: 
Alſo high bꝛowes and thicke betokeneth 
hardnes: and bzowes with little heare 
betokeneth cowardnes: and meanly ſig: 
fieth gentlenes of hart. Inciſions about 
theſe partes ought to be don? accozding 
to the length of the body, foz there the 
Muſſcle goeth from one Eare to the o⸗ 
ther, And there if any inciſion ſhould be 
made with the length of the Muſcle, it 
might happen the Bzowe to hang ouer 
the Eye without remedie, as it is many 
times ſeene, the moze pitie. The bzowes 
be called Supercilium in Latin, and vnz 
der is the Eye liddes, whiche is called 
Cilium, and is garniſhed with heyzes. 
Two cauſes finde why the eye liddes 
were oꝛdeyned: (The fyzſt is, that they 
ſhoulde keepe and defende the Eye — 
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duſte and other out warde noyances: the 
ſeconde is, when the eye is weery oz hea⸗ 
up, then they ſwould be couered and take 
reſt vnderneath them. Why the heyzes 
were oꝛdeyned in them, is, that by them 
is addꝛeſled the fozmes oz ſimilitudes of 
viſtble thinges vnto the apple of the eye. 
The Eare is a member ſemely and gry⸗ 
ſtlye, able to be folden without, and is 
the o2gayne oz inſtrument of hearing: 
It is of complexion colde and dzye. But 
why the eare was ſct vp out of the head, 
is this, that the ſoundes that be very fuz 
gitiue,ſhould lurke and abyde vnder his 
ſhadowe, tyl it were taken of the inſtru⸗ 
mentes of hearing; Another cauſe is, 
that it ſhould keepe the hole that it ſtan⸗ 
deth ouer from thinges falling in that 
might hinder the hearing. The ſenewes 
that are the Oꝛgayns oz Inſtrumentes 
of hearing, ſpzing each from the Bzapne, 
from whence the ſeucn payꝛe of ſenewes 
do ſpzing, ⁊ when they come to the hole 
of the Eare, there they w2ithe lyke a 
wyne pzeſle , and at the endes of them 
there be like the head of a woꝛme, oꝛ like 
a little teat, in whiche is receyued the 
lounde, and ſo caried to the common 
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wittes. The Eyes be nexte of nature 
vnto the Soule: fox in the Eye is ſeene 
and knowen the diſturbances @ greefes, 
gladnes and ioyes of the Soule, as loue, 
wꝛath, and other paſſions, The Eyes be 
the inſtrumentes of ſight. And they bee 
compounde and made of ten things:that 
is to ſay, of ſeuen Tunic'es oz Cotes, 
and of thzee humourg. Df the whiche 
Cſapth Galen) the Bzapne and the head 
were made foz the Eye, that they might 
be in the hyeſt place, as a beholder in a 
towꝛe, as it wag rehearſed in the Ana⸗ 
tomie of the head. But diuers men holde 
diuers opinions ofthe Inatomie of the 
Eyes: foz ſome men accompt but thzee 
tunikles, and ſome ſtxe. But in concluz 
ſion they meane all one thing: Foz the 
very truth is, that there be counted and 
reckoned ſeuen Tunikles, that is to ſay, 
Sclirotica, Secondyna , Retyna , Vnia, 
Cornua, Arania, and Coniunctiua: and 
theſe thzee humours, (That is to ſay, 
humor Vitrus, humor Albigynus, and 
humor Cryſtallinns, It is to be knowen 
howe and after what maner they ſpzing: 
Pou bal vnderſtande that there ſpzinz 
geth of the hꝛayny ſubſtaunce of his — 
mo 
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moſt Uentrikles, two ſenewes, The one 
from the right ſide, and the other from 
the left,and they be called the fyzſt payze, 
foz in the Anatomie they be the firſt paire 
of ſenewes that appeare of al ſeuen. Ind 
it is ſhewed by Galen, that theſe ſenews 
be hollowe as a reede, foz two cauſes: 
The fyꝛſt is, that the viſible ſpirit might 
paſſe freely to the Eyes: (The ſecond is, 
that the fozme of viſtble thinges mighte 
freely be pꝛeſented to the common wits. 
Nowe marke the gooing foozth of theſe 
ſenewes: When theſe ſenewes goo out 
from the ſubſtaunce of the Bzayne, he 
cometh though the Piamater, ot whoſe 
ſubſtaunce he taketh a Pannicle oz a 
Cote : and the cauſe why he taketh that 
Pannicle, is to keepe htm from noying, 
and befoze they enter into the ſkul, they 
meete and are vnited into one ſenewe 
the length of halfe an inche: and then 
they depart agayne into two, and eche 
goeth into one eye, entring thꝛough the 
bꝛayne panne, and theſe ſenews be called 
Nerui optici, And thzee cauſes I finde 
why theſe Nerues are ioyned in one bez 
foze they paſſe into the Eye: Firſt, if it 
happen any diſeaſes in one eye, the other 
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ſhould receyue all the viſible ſpirite that 
befoze came to bothe: (The ſeconde is, 
that all thinges that we ſee ſhoulde not 
feeme two: toꝛ it they had not beene ioy⸗ 
ned together, euery thing ſhoulde haue 
ſcemed two, as it doth to a woꝛme, and 
to other beaſteg: The thirde is, that the 
Senc we might ſtay and helpe the other. 
But heerevpon Lamfranke accozdeth 
muche, laving, that theſe two Sencwes 
come together to the Eyes, and take 4 
Panikle both of Piamater and of Duz 
ramater, and when they enter into the 
£@zbyt of the Eye, there the extremities 
are {pzcad abꝛoade, the which are made 
of thzee ſubſtances: that is to ſay,of Du 
ramater, of Piamater, and of Nerut 
optici. There be ingendꝛed th2&e Tuniz 
kies oz Cotes, as thus, Df the ſubſtãce 
that is taken from Duramater is in⸗ 
gendꝛed the fyꝛſt cote that is called Se⸗ 
condina: and of Nerui optici is ingen: 
dꝛed the third cote that is called Retina; 
and eche of them 1s moze ſubtiller then 
ether, ⁊ goeth about the humours with= 
out meane. And it is to be vnderſtoode, 
that eche of theſe thzee Tunicles be de⸗ 
uided, and ſo they inake ſize; That is to 
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fay,iy. of the partes of the bꝛayne, and 
thꝛee of the parts out wardes, and one of 
Pericranium that couereth the bones of 
the head, whiche is called Coniunctiua. 
And thus you mape perceyue the ſpꝛin⸗ 
ging of them: as thus, Df Duramater 
ſpzingeth Sclirotica and Coznua : of 
Piamater ſpꝛingeth Secondina @ Uz 
nia: and of Nerui optici ſpzingeth Con⸗ 
iunctiua. Mo we to ſpeake of the humozs 
whiche be thꝛee, and their places are the 
middle ot the Eyes: Of the whiche the 
fyꝛſt is Humoꝛ Uitrus, becauſe he is 
Iyke glaſſe, in colour very cleare, redde, 
liquit, oꝛ thinne, and he is in the inward 
ſide next vnto the bzayne : and it is thin, 
becauſe the nutritiue blood of the Cry⸗ 
ſtalline might paſſe,as water through a 
ſponge ſhould be clenſed and made pure, 
and alſo that the viſtble ſpirite mighte 
the lightlyer paſſe thzough him from the 
Bꝛavne. And he goeth about the Criſta⸗ 
line humour, vntil he meete with Albu⸗ 
ginus humour, which is ſet in the vtterz 
molt parte of the Eye. And in the myd⸗ 
deſt of theſe humours Uitrus, and Al⸗ 
buginus,is ſet the Cryſtalline humour, 
in whiche is let p2incipaily the ſpght of 
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the Eye. And theſe humours be ſepara: 
ted and inuolued with the Pannicles az 
fozeſayde , betweene every Humour a 
Panicle. And thus is the Eye compound 
and made. But to ſpeake of euery Yuz 
mour and euery Pannicle in his due ozz 
der and courſe,it would alke a long pꝛo⸗ 
ceſſe, and a long Chapter, and this is ſuſ⸗ 
ficient foz a Chirurgion. Nowe to be: 
gin at the Role: Pou ſhall vnderſtande 
that from the Bzayne there commeth.tf, 

enews to the holes of the bzayne pan, 
where beginneth the concauitie of the 
Noſe, and theſe two be not pꝛoperly ſe⸗ 
newes, but ozganes oz inſtrumentes of 
ſmelling, and haue heades lyke teates o2 
pappes, in whiche is receyued the ver⸗ 
tue of ſmelling, and repzeſenting it to the 
common wittes. Duer theſe two is ſet 
Colatozium,that we cal the Noſe thzils; 
and it is ſet betweene the Eyes, vnder 
the vpper parte ofthe Noſe, And it is to 
be noted, that this concauitie oz ditche 
was made foz two cauſes; The fyꝛſt is, 
that the ayze that baingeth foozth the ſpi- 
rite of ſmelling might reſte in it, tyll it 
were taken of the oꝛgan oz inſtrument 
of ſmelling ; The ſeconde cauſe is, that 
the 
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the ſuperfluities of the Bꝛayne might be 
hydden vnder it, vntill it were clenſed: 
And from his cocauitie there goeth two 
holes down into pᷣ mouth, ot which there 
is to be noted thꝛee pꝛoſites: The fyꝛſte 
is, that when a mans mouth is cloſe, oz 
when he eateth oz ſleepeth, that then the 
ayze might come thzough them to the 
Lunges,oz els a mans mouth ſhould alz 
wayes be open: (The ſeconde cauſe is, 
that they helpe to the relation of the 
fozme of the Noſe : foz it is ſayd, a man 
ſpeaketh in his Noſe when any of theſe 
holes be ſtopped : The thirde cauſe is, 
that the concauitic might be clenſed by 
them when a man ſnuffeth the Noſe, oz 
dꝛaweth into his mouth inwardly. The 
Noſe is a member conſimple oz official, 
appearing without the face, ſomewhat 
plicable, becauſe it ſhoulde the better be 
clenſed, And it is to be percepued that it 
is compounde and made of ſkinne and 
Lazartus fleſhe, and of two bones ſtanz 
ding in maner trianglewiſe, whoſe extre⸗ 
mities be ioyned in one part ef the Role 
with the Cozonal bone, and the nether 
extremities are ioyned with two gry. 
ſtles, and another that diuideth the Noſe 

F.j. thulles 
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thꝛilles within, and holdeth bp the noſe? 
Alſo there be two concauities oz holes, 
that if one were ſtopped the other ſhould 
ſerue: Alſo there is in the Noſe two 
Mukles, to helpe the wozking of hys 
office. Ind Galen ſayth, that the Noſe 
ſhapeth the Face moſte: foz where the 
Noſe lacketh (ſayth He) al the reſt of the 
face is the moze vnſeemely. The Noſe 
ſhould be of a meane bignes, and not to 
exceede in length, oꝛ b2cadth,noz in high: 
neſſe. Foz Ariſtotle ſayth, yt the Noſe 
thzills be too thinne, oz to wpde, by great 
d2awing in of ayze, it betokeneth great 
ſtraightnes of hart, and indignation of 


thought, Ind therefoze it is to be noted, 


that the ſhape of the members of the bo⸗ 
dy, betokneth and iudgeth the affections 
and wyll of the Soule of man, as the 
Philoſopher ſayth, The temples be cal: 
led the members of the head, and they 
haue that name becauſe of continuall 
mouing. And as the ſcience of the Ana⸗ 
tomie meaneth, the ſpirite vital is ſente 
from the hart to the bꝛayne by Arteirs, 
and by veynes and nutrimental blod, 
where the veſſels pulſatiues in the tem⸗ 
pics be lightly hurt, Aiſo the —_ 
haue 
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haue dentes oz holes inwardely, wherin 
he taketh the humour that cometh from 
the bzapne,and bꝛingeth the eyes aſlerpe, 
and if the ſayde holes oz dentes be pꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed and wzoung, then by trapping of the 
humour that continueth, he maketh the 
teares to fal from the Eye, (The Cheeks 
are the ſideling partes of the face, and 
they conteyne in them Muſculus fleſhe, 
with Uepnes and Arteirs, and aboute 
thele partes be many Muſcles, Guydo 
maketh mention ot. vij. about the chekes 
c ouer lyp. Ind Maly Abbas ſayth, there 
be. ry. Muſcles that moue the nether 
Jawe, ſome of them in opening, and oz 
ther ſome in cloſing oz ſhutting, paſſing 
vnder the bones cf p temples, And they 
be called Temporales; And they be right 
noble and ſenſatiue, of whoſe hurte 1s 
muche peril. Alſo there be other Mul⸗ 
kles foz to grinde and to che we. And to 
al theſe Mulcles cometh Nerues from 
the bzayne to geue them feeling and moz 
uing: and alſo there commeth to them 
many Irteirs and Ueines, and cheelly 
about the temples, and the angles oz c022 
ners of the Eyes and the Lippes. And 
as the Philoſophers ſay, the cheefe beau⸗ 
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tie in man is in the cheekes, and there 
the complexion of man is moſt knowen, 
as thus, It᷑ they be full, ruddy, and med⸗ 
led with temperate whitnes, and not fat 
in ſubſtaunce, but meanely fleſhly, it bez 
tokeneth hotte and moyſt of complxion, 

hat is, ſanguin and temperate in culler. 
And if they be white coloured, without 
medling of rednes,and in lubſtaunce fat 
and ſoft, quauering, it betokeneth exrcefſe 
and ſuperfluitie of colde and moyſt , that 
ig flematike: And if they be bzowne in 
colour, oꝛ cytrin, velowe, redde, and thin, 
and leane in ſubſtance, betokeneth great 
dꝛying and heate, that is cholerike: And 
if they be as it were blowen in colour, 
and of little fleſhe in ſubſtaunce, it beto⸗ 
keneth erceſſe and ſuperfluitie of dzynes 
and colde, and that is melancolie, And 
as Auicen ſayth,the Cheekes do not on⸗ 
ly ſhewe the dinerſities of complerions, 
but alſo the affection and wil of the hart: 
fo by the affection of the hart, by ſodaine 
ioy oz d2eede, he waxeth epther pale oz 
redde. (The bones oz bony partes, fyꝛſte 
of the cheekes be two: of the Noſe out- 
wardely, two: of the vpper Mandibile, 
two: within the Noſe, thzee ; as thus, 
one 
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one diuiding the Noſethzilles within, 
and in ech Noſethzil one, and they ſeeme 
to be rowled like a wafer, and haue a 
holowneſſe in them, by whiche the ap2e 
is reſpyzed and dzawen to the lunges, 
and the ſuperfluitie of the bzapne is pur⸗ 
ged into the mouthwardes, as is befoze 
rehearſed, But Guydo and Galen ſay, 
that there be in the face nyne bones, vet 
A can not finde that the nether Mandi⸗ 
ble ſhould be of ß number of thoſe nyne, 
fo: the nether Mandible accompted 
there, pꝛoueth them to be ten in number, 
Ot which thing J wyl holde no arguz 
ment, but remit it to the ſigh ee of your 
Eyes. (The partes of the mouth are 
fyue, that is to ſay,the Lippes,the teeth, 
the toung, the Uuila, and the Pallet of 
the mouth. And firſt to ſpeake of the lip⸗ 
pes,they are members conſimile oz offi⸗ 
cial, ful of Muſculus fleſhe, as is atoꝛe⸗ 
ſayde, and they were ozdepned foz two 
cauſes, one is, that they ſhould be to the 
mouth as a doe to a houſe, and to keepe 
the mouth cloſe tyl the meate were kinds 
ly chewed : The other cauſe is, that they 
ſhould be helpers to the pꝛonouncing of 
the ſpeache, (The teeth are — 
conſi⸗ 
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confimile oz cfficial, ſnermatike, and har⸗ 
deſt of any other members, and are faſte⸗ 
ned in the cheeke bones, and were ozz 
deyned foz thzce cauſes : Firſt that they 
ſhould chewe a mang meate, oz it ſhould 
paTe downe, that it might be the ſoner 
digeſted; (The ſeconde, that they ſhould 
be a helpe to the ſpeache, foz they that 
lacke their (Tecth do not perfectly pꝛo⸗ 
nounce their wozdes : the thirde is, tha 
they ſhould (erue to beaſts ag weapons. 
(The number of them is vncertapne,foz 
ſome men haue mo, and ſome leſſe, they 
that haue the whole number haue.xxxy. 
that is to ſay, xvj. abouc, and ag many 
beneath, as thus, two Dvvallies, two 
Quadripulles,two Cannines, eyght Mo- 
rales, and two Canſales, (The Toung 
is a carnous member, compounde and 
wade of many Nerues, Lygamentes, 
Ueines and Arteirs , ozdeyned pzinciz 
pally foꝛ thzee cauſes: The firft is, that 
when a man eateth the Toung mighte 
helpe to turne the meate tyll it were 
wel chewed ; The ſeconde cauſe is, that 
by him is receiued the taſte of ſweete and 
ſowꝛe, and y2eſented by him to the comz 
mon wittes ; (The thirde is, that by * 
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is pꝛonounced euery ſpeach. (The fleſh⸗ 
ly parte of the toung is white, and hath 
in him nine muſkles,and about the rote 
ot him is Glandulus, in the whiche be 
two welles, and they be euer ful of ſpitz 
tle to temper and ke epe moyſt the toung, 
oz els it would waxe dy by reaſon of his 
labour. gc. The Uuila is a member 
made of a ſpongeous fleſhe, hanging 
downe from thy ende of the Pallet ouer 
the goulet of the thzote, and is a memz 
ber in complexion colde and dzy, and of: 
tentimes when there falleth rawnes oz 
muche moyſtnes into it from the head, 
then it hangeth downe in the thꝛote, and 
letteth a man to ſwallowe, and it 1s 
b20ade at the vpper ende, and ſmal at the 
nether. It was oꝛdeyned foz diuers cau⸗ 
ſes, One is, that by him is holpen the 
ſounde of ſpeache, foz where the Uuiſa 
is lacking, there lacketh the perfect ſotid 
of ſpeache : Another is, that it mighte 
helpe the pzolation of vomites ; another 
is, that by him is tempered and abated 
the diſtemperaunce cf the ayze that paſz 
ſeth to the Lunges: another is, that by 
him is guyded the ſuperfluities or the 
bꝛayne that commeth krom the * 
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of the Noſe, oz els the ſuperfluities 
ſhould fal down ſodenly into the mouth, 
the which were a diſpleaſure, (The Palz 
let of the mouth conteyneth nothing els 
but a carnous Pannikle, and the bones 
that be vnderneath it haue two diuiſi⸗ 
ons, One along the Pallet from the di⸗ 
uiſion of the Mole, and from the opening 
of the other Mandible vnto the nether 
ende of the Pallet, lacking halte an inch, 
and there it diuideth ouerthwart, and the 
firſt diuiſion is of the Mandible, and the 
ſcconde is of the bone called Paxillarie 
oz Bazillarie, that ſuſtayneth and byn⸗ 
deth al other bones of the head together. 
The ſkinne of the Pallet of the mouth 
is of the inner parte of the ſtomack and 
of Myze, and of Pſofagus , that is the 
way of the meate into the ſtomacke. 
(The way how to know that ſuch a pan⸗ 
nicle is of that part of the ſtomacke, may 
be knowen when that a man is touched 
within the mouth, anone he beginneth 
to tickle in the ſtomacke, and the neerer 
that he ſhal touche vnto the thzote, the 
moze it abhozreth the ſtomocke, and of- 
ten times it cauſeth the;ſtomacke to yeld 
from him that is within him, as when a 

man 
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man doth vomite. Alſo in the mouth is 
ended the vppermoſte extremitie of the 
Weſande, which is ca led Myze oz J{ſoz 
fagus, And with hym is conteyned 
Trachia arteria, that is, the wape of the 
ay:e, whoſe holes be couered with a lap 
like a tong, and is griſtly, that the meate 
and dzinke mighte ſlyde ouer him into 
Jſofagus : (The whiche gryſtle when a 
man ſpeaketh it is reared vp, and coue⸗ 
reth the way of the meate: and when a 
man ſwaloweth the meate, then it coue⸗ 
reth the way of the ayze, ſo that when the 
one is couered the other is diſcouered.

And this luffiſeth fox 
the necke. face .

Anatomie of the Necke, 


YE Necke foloweth next to be 


T ſpoken of, Galen pꝛoueth that the 
Necke was made foz no other 


tauſe but foz the Lunges, foz al thinges 
G.j. that 
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that haue no Lungs haue neither necke 
noꝛ voyce, except fiſhe. And you ſhal vnz 
derſtande, that the necke is all that is 
conteyned betweene the head and the 
ſhoulders, and betweene the chinne and 
the bꝛeſt. It is compounde and made of 
foure thinges, that is to ſap, of Spondil- 
lus, of Seruicibus, ok Gula, æ of Gutture, 
the which ſhal be declared moze playne ly 
hereafter , and thzough theſe paſſe the 
way? of the meate and of the ayze, but 
they be not of the ſubſtance of the necke, 
The Spondelles of the necke be ſeuen, 
The fyꝛſt is ioyned vnto the lower parte 
of the head, called Parillarie oz Bazilla⸗ 
rie, and in the ſame wiſe are ioyned eue⸗ 
ry Spondel with ether, and the laſte of 
the ſeuen with the fyꝛſt of the Backe oz 
Ridge : and the Lygamentes that keepe 
theſe Spondels together are not ſo hard 
and tough as thoſe of the backe:foz why: 
thoſe of the necke be moze feebler and 
ſubtiller: The cauſe is this, foz it is 
neceſſary other while that the head moue 
without the necke, and the necke withz 
out the head,the whiche might not well 
haue beene done it they had beene ſtrong 
and boyſtrous. Df theſe afozcſapd ſeuen 
Spon⸗ 
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Spondels of the necke, there ſpzingeth 
ſeuen payze of Senewes,the whiche be 
deuided into the head and into the Uyz 
ſage, to the ſhoulders,and to the armes. 
From the hole of the firſt ſpondel ſpꝛin⸗ 
geth the fyzit papze of ſenewes, betwene 
the fyzit ſpondel and the ſeconde, and ſo 
foozth of al the reſt in like maner as of 
theſe, Alſo theſe ſenewes recepue ſubtil 
wylle of the ſene ws of the Bzayne,of the 
which wylle, and ſenewes, and fleſhe, 
with a pannikle, make the compoſition 
of Muſkels, Lazartes, and Bzawnes, 
the which thzee thinges be al one, and be 
the inſtrumentes of voluntarie mouing 
of euery member, The Mulnkles of the 
neck after Galen are numbzed to be.xx. 
mouing the head and the necke. Likez 
wile it is to be noted, that there be thzee 
maner of fleſhes in the necke: the firſt is 
Pixwex oz Seruiſis, and it is called of 
Chylder Golde heire, oz yellowe heire, 
the whiche are certayne longitudinales 
wing on the ſides of the Spondels from 
the head downe to the latter Spondel, 
And they are ozdepned foz this cauſe, 
that when the Senewes be weery of oz 
uer muche labour with mouing and traz 
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uayle, that they might reſt vpon them as 
vpon a bedde, The ſecond fleſhe is muſ= 
culus, from whome ſpꝛingeth the Ten:; 
dons and coꝛdes that moue the head and 
the necke, whiche be numbzed twentie, 
ag is afoze declared: (The thirde fleſhe 
repleniſheth the voyde places. c. 
(The thirde parte of the necke is called 
Gutture, and it is the ſtanding out ot the 
(Thzote boll. The fourth part is called 
Gula, and the hinder parte Ceruix, 
and hath that name of the Philoſophers 
becauſe of the marowe comming to the 
Ridge bones, It is ſo called, becauſe it 
is as it were aſfruaunt to the bꝛayne: 
Foz the neck? receiueth and taketh of the 
bꝛayne influence of vertue of mouing, 
and ſendeth it by ſenewes to other parts 
of the body downwardes,and to al mem⸗ 
bers of the body. Heere you ſhal vnder⸗ 
ſtand, that the way ol the meate, @ Mire 
oz Icofagus is al one thing, and it is to 
be noted, that it ſtretcheth fro the mouth 
to the ſtomacke, by the hinder part of the 
necke inwardly, kaſtned to the ſpondels 
of the necke, vntyl he come to the fyfthe 
ſpondel, and there he leaueth the ſpon⸗ 
del and ſtretcheth tyl he come to the foz. 
* moſt 
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moſt part of the bzeſt, paſſeth thꝛough 
Diafragina tyl it come to the mouth of 
the ſtomacke, and there he is ended. Fur⸗ 
thermoze it is to be noted, that this Mez 
ſande is compounde and made of two 
Tunikles oz Cotes, that is to ſay,of the 
inner, and of the vtter. The vtter tuni⸗ 
kle is but ſimple, foz he needeth no re⸗ 
tention but onely foz his owne nouri⸗ 
ſhing : but the inner Tunikle is com: 
pounde and made of Muſculus Longiz 
tudinal Wyl,by which he may dꝛawe the 
meate from the mouth into the ſtomack, 
as it ſhal be moze playnely declared in 
the Anatomie of the ſtomacke. Further: 
moze Cana pulmonis via trachia ar- 
teria , al theſe be one thing, that is to ſap, 
the thzote boll, and it is ſet within the 
necke beſides p Weſand towardes Gula, 
and is compounde of the gryſtle knytte 
eache with other. And that pannikle that 
is meane betweene the Weſand and the 
thzote bol, is called Iſmon, Jlſo pe ſhal 
vnderſtand, that the great Ueines which 
ramefie by the ſydes of the necke to the 
vpper part of the head, is of ſome men 
called Gwidege, c oſ others Vena orga- 
nices, the inciſion of whom is W 
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And thus it is to be conſidered, that the 
Necke of man is compounde and made 
of ſkinny fleſhe, Ligamentes and bones. 
And this ſuffiſethj foz the necke and the 
thzote. 


« The Anatomie of the 


Shoulders and Armes. 
ND fy2ſt to ſpeake of the bones: 
It is to be noted, that in the ſhoul⸗ 
der there be two bones, that is to 
ſay,the Shoulder bone, and the Cannel 
bone, and alſo the adiutoz bone of the 
arme are ioyned with p ſhoulder bones, 
but they are not numbzed among them, 
but amongſt the bones of the armes. In 
the compolition of the ſhoulder, the fyꝛſt 
bone is Os ſpatula, oz ſhoulder blade, 
whoſe hinder part is declined towards p 
chinne, @ in that ende it is bꝛoade gthin, 
c in the vpper part it is round, in whoſe 
roundnes is a cocauitie, which is calledp 
boxe oz coope of the ſhoulder, into which 
entereth the Adiutoz bones, and they 
haue a byading togethers with ſtrong 
flexible Senewes, and are conteyned 
faſte with the bone called Clauicula, 
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o2 the Cannel bone: and this Cannel 
bone ſtretcheth to bothe the ſhoulders, 
one ende to the one ſhoulder, and another 
to the other, and there they make the cõ⸗ 
poſition of the ſhoulders. The bones of 
the great arme, that is to ſay, from the 
ſhoulder to the fingers endes, be. xxx. 
The kyꝛſt is the Adiutoz bone, whoſe 
vpper ende entreth into the concauitie oz 
boxe of the ſhoulder bone: It is but one 
bone hauing no felowe, and it is hollowe 
and ful of marowe, and it is alſo croked 
becauſe it ſhoulde be the moze habler to 
grype thinges,and it 1s hollowe becauſe 
it ſhould be lighter and moze obedient to 
the ſteering oz mouing of the Bꝛawnes. 
Furthermoze, this bone hath two emyz 
nences, 02 two knobs in his nether ex⸗ 
tremitie, 02 in the iuncture of the El⸗ 
bowe . ot the which the one is moze riſing 
then the other, and are made lyke vnto 
a Polly to dꝛawe water with, and the 
endes of theſe bones enter into 4 con⸗ 
cauitie p2opoztioned in the vppermoſte 
endes ofthe two Focel bones, ot whiche 
two bones the leſſe goeth from the El⸗ 
bowe to the Thombe, by the vppermoſte 
part of the arme, and the greater is the 
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nether bone from the Elbowe to the lits 
tle finger. And theſe two bones be conz 
teyned with the Adiutoz bone, and bee 
bounde with ſtrong Ligamentes,and in 
{ike maner with the bones of the hande, 
(The whiche bones be numbꝛed. viy. the 
tit. vppermolt be ioyned with the. iiij. ne⸗ 
thermoſt towardes the handes : and in 
the thirde warde of bones, be. v. and they 
are called Oſſa patinis, and they are in 
the palme of the hande. And to them be 
ioyned the bones of the Fingers and the 
Thombes, as thus, m euery fynger. iii. 
bones, and in the thombe two bones: 
that is to ſay, in the fingers and thombe 
of euery hand. xiiij.called Oſſa digitorũ, 
in the palm of the hand. v. called Patinis, 
and betweene the hande and the wzyſte 
viij. called Racete, and from the wzyſt to 
the ſhoulder.iij. bones: al which beeing 
accompted together, ye ſhal finde thirtie 
bones in eche hand and arme. To ſpeake 
of Senewes, Lygamentes, Coꝛdes and 
Bꝛawnes: Mere tyꝛſt ye ſhal vnderſtand 
that there commeth from Mynuca tho⸗ 
rowe the Spondels of the necke foure 
ſene wes, which moſt playnly do appeare 
in ſight, as thus, one commeth into the 
vpper 
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vpper parte of the arme, another into the 
nether parte, and one into the innec fide, 

and another into the vtter five of parme, 

and they bzing from the bzayne and from 
Minuca both feeling and mouing into 
the armes, as thus, The ſenewes that 
come from the Bꝛayne and from the ma⸗ 
row o: the backe that is called Minuca, 

when they come to the iuncture of the 
ſhoulder, there they are mixed with the 
Lygamentes of the ſelfe ſhoulder, and 
there the Lygamentes receyuc both kee⸗ 
ling and mouing of them, and alſo in 
their medling together they are made a 
Cozde oz a Tendõ.Thte cauies I find 
why the ſenewes were medled with the 
Lygamentes, The firſt cauſe is, that the 
excellent feeling of the ſenewes, whiche 
many waies be made wry by their con⸗ 
tinual mouing, ſhould be repꝛeſſed by the 
in ſencibleneſle of the Lygaments : The 
ſeconde is, that the littlenetle of the Se⸗ 
new2s ſhoulde be fulfilled thzough the 
quantitie of the Lygaments : The third 
is, the feebleneCe of the ſenewe, that is 
inlufficiente and to fœble to vſc his 
offices, but by the ſtrength and hardnes 


ok the 'Lygamentes, Nowe to declare 
2. j. what

what a Coꝛde is, what a Ligament, and 
what a ABuſkle o2 a Bꝛawne, it is v⸗ 
nough rehearſed in the Chapter of the 
Simple members, But if you wyl tho⸗ 
rough the commaundement of the Myl 
o2 of the Soule , dꝛawe the arme to the 
Hinder part of the body, then the vtter 
Bꝛawne is dꝛawen together, ard the ins 
ner is inlarged: And likewiſe inwards, 
when the one bꝛa wne dothe dꝛawe inz 
wardes, the other doth ſtretche, when 
the arme is ſtretched in length, then the 
Co2des be lengthened: but when they 
paſſe the tuncture of the ſhoulder and of 
the Elbowe, by thzee fingers bꝛeadth oz 
thereabout, then it is deuided by ſubtill 
wyl, and medled with the ſimple fleſhe, 
and that whiche is made of it is called a 
Bꝛawne. And thzee cauſes I finde why 
that the ſimple fleſhe is medled with the 
Cozde in the compoſition of the bzawne: 
The fyzſt is, that the afozeſayde Wplle 
might dꝛawe in quiet th2ough the tem- 
peraunce of the fleſhe : (The ſeconde is, 
that they temper and abate the dꝛought 
of the cozd with his moyſtnes, the which 
d2ought he getteth thꝛough his manif ld 
mouing ; (Che thirde ie, that the * 
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of the bzawny members ſhoulde be the 
moze fayze,and of better ſhape: wherfo2e 
God and nature haue clothed it with a 
Panikle that it might the better be kept. 
And it is called of p Philoſophers Muſ⸗ 
culus, becauſe it hath a fozme like vnto a 
Mcuſe. And when theſe Bzawnes come 
neere a Joynt, then the Cozdes ſpꝛing 
foꝛth of them, and are medled with the 
Lygaments agayne, and ſo moueth that 
Joynt. And ſo ye ſhall vnderſtande, that 
alwayes betweene every two Joyntes 
is ingendꝛed a Bꝛa wne, pꝛopoꝛtioned to 
the ſame member and place vnto the laſt 
extremitie of the fingers, ſo that aſwell 
the leaſt juncture hath a pꝛoper feeling 
and mouing when it needeth, as hath 
the greateſt, And after Guydo there be 
numbzed.xiy. in the arme and hande, as 
thus. iiij. in the Adiutoꝛ, mouing the vp⸗ 
per part of the arme: and. iiij.in the Foz 
cels, mouing that part of the arme: and 
fiue in the hande, mouing the fyngers. 
Now to ſpeake ſomewhat of the Neynes 
and Arteirs ot the arme: It is to be vn⸗ 
derſtoode, that from Venakelis there 
commeth two bzaunches, the one com⸗ 
meth to the one arme pyt, and the other 

. ij. com: 
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commetꝭ to the other. Aud nowe marke 
the ſnꝛeading, 552 as it is of the one, ſo it 
is of the othec, az thus, whe the bzaunch 
is in the arme pyt, there he is deuyded 
into iwo bzaunches, the one bzaunche 
goeth along in the inner five of the arme 
until it come to the bought of the arme, 
and there it ia called Bazilica oz t patica, 
and lo goeth downe the arme til it come 
to the wꝛyſt, and there it is turned to the 
backe of the hand, and is found betwene 
the little fynger and the next, and there 
it is called aluatella. Nowe to the other 
bꝛaunche that is in the arme hole, which 
ſnꝛeadeth to the vtter ſide of the _ 
der, and there he deuideth in two, p one 
goeth ſpzeading vp into 5 carncus parte 
of the head, and after diſcendeth thzough 
the hone into the Bzayne, as it is declaz 
rid in the Anatomie of the head: The 
other bꝛaunche gocth on the outwarde 
ſide of the arme, and there he is deuided 
in two aiſn,the one parte is ended at the 
hande, and the other part is folded about 
the arme, tyl it appeare in the bought of 
the arme, and there it is called Scphalica, 
from thence it goeth to the backe of the 
hande, @ appeareth betweene the thombe 

and 
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and the koꝛmoſt fynger, and there it is 
called Sephalica occularis. The two 
bꝛaunches that I ſpake of, whiche be de⸗ 
uided in the hinder part of the ſhoulders, 
from eche of theſe two (J ſay) ſpꝛingeth 
one, and thoſe two meets together and 
make one veyne, which appearech in the 
bought of the arme, and there it is called 
Medliana, oz Cordialis, o: Commune. 
And thus it is to be vnderſtode, that c£ 
vena Sephalica fpziageth vena occularis, 
and of vena Bazilica ſpzing:zth vena Sal- 
uatella,and of the two vepnes that merte 
fpzingeth vena Mediana, and in rame⸗ 
fying from theſe fpue pꝛincipal Ueines 
ſp:ingeth innumerable, of th? whiche a 


Chirurgion hath no great charge, fcz it 


ſuffiſeth vs to knowe the pꝛincipals. 

To ſp-ake of Acteirs, you ſhall vnder⸗ 
ſtande, that wyerecocuer there is founde 
a Ueine,there is an Arteire vnder him: 
and if there be founde a great Tleyne, 
there is found a great Arteir, and were 
as is a little Ueine there ig a little Ar⸗ 
teir: fo wherſoeuer there goeth a veine 
to geue nutriment, there gocth an Ar⸗ 
teir to bꝛing the ſpirite of lyte. Tuherfoꝛ⸗ 
it is tb be noted, that the Artcires h 
: > 528 
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moze deeper in the fleſh then the Meines 
do: foz they cary and kepe in them moze 
pꝛecious blood then doth the Meine, and 
therefoze he hath neede to be further 
from daungers outwardly: and there⸗ 
foze God and nature haue ozdeyned foz 
him to be cloſed in two cotes, where the 
Ve ine hath but one. c. 

The Bzeſt oz (Thozax is the Irke oz 
Cheſt of the ſpiritual members of man, 
as ſayth the Philoſopher, where it is to 
be noted, that there be ſoure thinges con⸗ 
teyning, and eyght conteyned, as thus, 
(The foure conteyning, are, the Skinne, 
Muſculus fleſhe, the Pappes, and the 
Bones: The partes conteyned, are, the 
Mart, the Lunges, Panikles, Ligamen⸗ 
tes, Nerues,Ueines, Arteirs, Mire oz 
Jſofagus. Nowe the ſkinne and the 
fleſhe are knowen in their Anatomie. It 
is to be noted, that the fleſhe ot the Pap⸗ 
pes differeth from the other fleſhe cf the 
body, koꝛ it is white, glandulus, @ ſpon⸗ 
geous: and there is in the both Nerues, 
Ueines and Arteirs, and by them they 
haue Coliganes with the hart, the lyuer, 
the bꝛayne, and the generatiue members. 

Alſo tiere is in the bzeſt,ag old Juthozs 
| make 
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make mention, lxxx.oꝝ.xc. Muſkles, foz 
ſome of them be common to the necke, 
ſome to the ſhoulders, and to the ſpades, 
ſome to Diafragma oz h Mydziffe, ſome 
to the Ribbes,ſome to the Backe, @ ſome 
to the bzeſt it ſelfe, But I fynde certayne 
p:ofitablenes in the creation of p Paps, 
aſwel in man as in woman: foz in man 
it defendeth the ſpirituals from annoyz 
annce outwardly: and another,by their 
thicknes they comfozt the natural heate 
in defience of the ſpirites. And in woz 
men there is the generation of milke:foz 
in women there commeth from the Ma⸗ 
trix into their Bzeſtes manye Meines 
which bzing into them menſtrual blood, 
the whiche is turned thzough the digez 
ſtiue vertue from red colour into white, 
like the colour of the Pappes, euen as 
Chylley comming from the ſtomocke to 
the Lyuer is turned into the colour of 
the Lyuer. Nowe to ſpeake of the bones 
of the Bꝛeſt: They be ſayde to be triple 
oz thzeefolde, and they be numbzed to be 
ſeuen in the Bzeſt befoze , and their 
length is acc oꝛding to the bꝛeadth of the 
bzeſt, and their extremities oz endes 
be gryſtlie, as the ribbes be. And in the 

vpper 
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concauitie,in which ts ſet the foote of the 
Furklebone oz Canel bone, and in the 
nether ende of Thoꝛax, agaynſt p mouth 
of the ſtomacke, hangeth a griſtie called 
Enſiforme: and this gryſtle was ozdeyz 
ned foꝛ two cauſes, One is, that it ſhuld 
defende the ſtomacke from hurte out⸗ 
wardly: (The ſeconde is, that in time of 
fulnes it ſhould geue place to p ſtomacke 
in time of neede when it deſtreth. cc. 
Now to ſpeake of the parts of the backe 
behindefw2th : There be. xu. Spondels, 
thzough whom paſſeth Mynuca, of who 
ſpꝛingeth. xy.payze of Nernes, b2nging 
both feeling and mouing to the Muſcles 
of the Bzeſt afozeſavyde. And here it is to 
be noted, that in euery ſyde there be, xij. 
Rybbes, that is to ſap, vij. true, and. v. 
faiſe, becauſe theſe. v. be not ſo long as 
the ether. vij. be, and therefoze be called 
faiſe Rybbes, as it may be perceiued by 
the ſighte of the Eye. Like wiſe of the 
partes that be inwardly, and kyꝛſt ot the 
art, becauſe he is the pzincipal of al oz 
ther members, and the beginning ot life: 
he is ſet in the middeſt ot the bꝛeſt ſeue⸗ 
rally by him lelte, as Lozd and King of 
al 
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al members, Ind as a Lozde oz King 
ought to be ſerued of his ſubiectes that 
haue their liuing ort him: So are al other 
members of the body ſubiectes to the 
Hart, foz they recepue their liuing of 
him, and they doo ſeruice many wayes 
vnto him agayne. (The ſubſtaunce of the 
Mart is as it were Lazartus fleſhe, but 
it is ſpermatike, aud an official member, 
and the beginning of life, and he geueth 
to euery member of the bodp both blood 
of life, and ſpirite of bzeath and heate ; 
foꝛ if the Hart were of Lazartus fleſhe, 
his mouing and ſteering ſhould be voz 
luntarie and not natural, but the con: 
trarie is true, foz it were impoſſible that 
the Wart ſhould be ruled by Wyl onely, 
and not by nature. (The Yarte hath the 
ſhape and fozme of a Ppneapple,and the 
bzode ende thereof is vpwardes, and the 
ſharpe ende is downewardes, depending 
à little towardes the left five. And here 
it is to be noted, that the Hart hath blood 
in his ſubſtaunce, whereas al other mẽ⸗ 
bers haue it but in their Meines & Ar⸗ 
teirs: alſo the hart is bounde with cer⸗ 
tapne Ligamentes to the backepart of 
the bzeſt, but theſe Lygamentes touche 
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not the ſubſtaunce ofthe Hart, but in the 
ouerpart they ſpꝛing foozth of him, and 
is faſtened, as is afozeſayde. Further⸗ 
moze the Hart hath two Uentrikles oz 
concauities,and the left is hyer then the 
right, and the cauſe of this holowneſle is 
this,foz to keepe the bloud foz his nouz 
riſhing,and the ayze to abate and temper 
the great heate that he is in, the which is 
kept in his concauities. Nowe here it is 
to be noted, that to the right Uentrikle 
of the harte commeth a veyne from the 
great veyne called Venalcelis, that recey⸗ 
ueth al the ſubſtaunce of the blod from 
the Lyuer. And this veine that commeth 
frõ venakelis entreth into the hart at the 
right Uentrikle,as ſayde befoze, and 
in him is bꝛought a great poztion of the 
thickeſt blood to nouriſhe the Hart with, 
c the reſidue that is left of this, is made 
ſubtil thzough the vertue of the hart, and 
then this blod is ſent into a concauitie 
oz pytte in the myddeſt of the Marte be⸗ 
tweene the two Uentrikles, and therein 
it is made hote and pured, and then it 
paſſeth into the left Uentrikle, and there 
is ingendꝛed in it a ſpirit that is clearer, 
bꝛighter, and ſubtiller then any cozpozal 
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o2 bodely thing that is ingendꝛed of the 
foure Elementes: Foz it is a thing that 
is a meane betweene the body and the 
ſoule, Wherfoze it is ſikened of the Phi: 
loſophers, to be moze liker heauely thin⸗ 
ges then earthly thinges. Alſo it is to be 
noted, that from the left Uentrikle of the 
Hart ſpꝛingeth two Arteirs ; The one 
hauing but one cote, and therefoze it is 
called Arterea venalis: and this Arteir 
carieth blood fro the Hart to the Lungs, 
the which blod is vapozous,tiat is tried 
and left of the Yarte, and is bzought by 
this Artery to the Lunges to geue hym 
nutriment:and there he receyueth of the 
Lunges ayꝛe, and bzingeth it to the hart 
to refreſhe him with. Wherefoze Galen 
ſayth, that he fyndeth that mans harte is 
natural and frendly to the Lungs,foz he 
geueth him of his owne nutrimental to 
nouriſhe him with, and the Lunges re. 
warde him with ay2e to refreſhe him 
with agayne. gc. The other Arterye 
that hath two cotes, is called vena Arte- 
rialis, oz the great Artery that aſcendeth 
and dillendeth, and of him ſpzingeth al 
the other Arteirs that ſpzeade to euery 
member of the body, koꝛ by him is vnifled 
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and quickneth al the members of the bo⸗ 
dy. Foz the ſpirite that is reteyned in 
them, is the inſtrument oz treaſure of al 
the vertue of the ſoule, And thus it paſ⸗ 
ſeth vntil it come to the Bzayne, @ there 
he is turned into a further digeſtion,and 
there he taketh another ſpirite, and ſo is 
made animal, and at the Lyuer nutri⸗ 
mental, and at the (Teſtikles generatiue: 
and thug it is made a ſpirite of every 
kinde,ſo that he beeing meane of all ma⸗ 
ner of operations and wozkinges taketh 
effect. Two cauſes J fynde why theſe 
Arteirs haue two cotes: One is, that 
one cote is not ſufficient noꝛ able to with 
ſtande the violent mouing and ſteering 
of the ſpirite of lyte that is caryed in the: 
(The ſeconde cauſe is, that the thing that 
is caried about from place to place, is of 
ſo pzecious à treaſure that it had the 
moz2e neede of god keeping. And of ſome 
Doctoꝛs this Arxteir is called the Pul⸗ 
ſatiue veyne, oz the beating veyne: foz 
by him is percepued the power g might 
ofthe Hart. cc. Uherfoze God and Na- 
ture haue ozdeyned that the Arteirs 
ſhould haue two cotes. Allo there ts in 
the Marte thꝛee Pelikels, opening and 
cloſing 
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cloſing the gooing in of the Yarte blood 
and ſpirite in conuenient time. Alſo the 
Hart hath two little Cares, by whome 
commeth in and paſſeth out the ayze that 
is pꝛepared foz the Lunges. Alſo there 
is founde in the Yart a Cartilaginus 
auditament, to helpe and ſtrength the 
ſelife Parte, Alſo the Marte is couered 
with a ſtrong Pannikle, which is called 
of ſome Capſula cordes,oz Pericordium, 
the which is a ſtrong caſe, vnto whome 
commeth Nerues, ag to other inwarde 
members. And this Panicle Pericordin 
ſpzingeth of the vpper Pannicle of the 
Midꝛiffe. And of him ſpꝛingeth another 
Panikle called Mediaſtinum, the which 
departeth the Bzeſt in the middeſt, and 
keepeth that the Lunges fal not ouer the 
Hart. Aiſo there is an other Pannikle 
that couereth the Ribbes inwardly, that 
is called Plura, of whom the Midꝛiffe 
taketh his beginning. And it is ſayde of 
many Doctozs, that Duramater is the 
. ouginall of ali the Pannicles within 
the body: and thus one taketh 
of another, cc. 
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«The Anatomie f the 


Lunges. 


DE Lunges is a member ſper⸗ 

T matike of his fyzſ creation, and 
his natural complexion is colde 

and day, and in his accidental complexi⸗ 
on he is colde and moyſte, lapped in a 
Nerutous Pannikle, bicauſe it ſhould 
gather togeather the ſofter ſubſtaunce of 
the Lunges, and that the Lunges might 
feele by the meanes of the Pannicle, that 
whiche he mighte not feele in him ſelfe. 
Nowe to pꝛoue the Lunges to be colde 
and dye of kinde, it appeareth by hys 
ſwift ſteering, foz he lyeth euer wauing 
ouer the hart,and about the harte, And 
that he is colde and moyſt in re warde, it 
appeareth wel, that he receyueth of the 
bzapne many cold matters, as Cataries, 
and Rumes, whoſe ſubſtance is thinne. 
Aiſo I fynde in the Lunges thzee kinds 
of ſubſtaunce ; One is a Ueyne com⸗ 
ming from the Liuer,bfinging with him 
the Crude oz rawe parte ofthe Chylle to 
fxede the Lunges: Another is Arterca 
venalis, comming from the hart,bzinging 
with 
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with him the ſpirite of Iyfe to nouriſhe 
him with: The third is Trachia arteria, 
that bzjngeth in ayze to the Lunges,and 
it paſſeth thzough al the left part of them 
to do his office. The Lunges is deuided 
into Ffiue Lobbes oz Pellikels, oz fiue 
poztions, that is to ſay,thzee in the right 
ſide,and two in the left ſide. And it was 
done foz this cauſe, that if there fel any 
hurt in the one part, the others ſhoulde 
ſerue and doo their office, And thzee cau⸗ 
ſes IN finde why the Lunges were pꝛin⸗ 
cipaily ozdeyned : Firſt, that they ſhould 
dꝛawe colde winde, and refreſhe the hart: 
(The ſeconde, that they ſhoulde chaunge 
and alter, and puriſie the ayze befoze it 
come to $ hart, leaſt the hart were hurte 
and noyed with the quantitie of the ayze: 
(The thirde cauſe is, that they ſhoulde re⸗ 
ceyue from the harte the kumous ſuper⸗ 
fluities that he putteth foozth with hys 
bzeathing, cc. Behinde the Lunges toz 
warde the Spondels, paſſeth Mire oz 
IJſofagus,of whom it is ſpoken of in the 
Anatomie of the necke, And alſo there 


paſſeth both Ueynes and Arteirs, and al 


theſe with Trachia arteria, doo make a 
Stoke, replete vnto the Gullet with 
Panni⸗ 
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Pannikles, and ſtrong Lygaments, and 
Glandulus fleſhe tofulfil the voyde pla⸗ 
ces, And laſt of al is the Midꝛiffe, and it 
is an official member, made of two Þan- 
nikles,and Lazartus fleſh, and his place 
is in the middeft of the body,ouerthwart 
oz in bzedth vnder the region ok the ſpi⸗ 
rituall members, departing them from 
the matrix. And thzee cauſes I finde 
why the Midꝛiffe was ozdepned : Firſt, 
that it ſhould diuide the ſpirituals from 
the nutrates: (The ſeconde, that it ſhould 
keepe the vital colour oz heate to diſſende 
downe to the nutrates: The laſt is, that 
the malicious fumes reared vp from the 
nutrates, ſhould not noye the ſpirituals 
02 vytals. cc. 

The wombe is the region oz the citie 
of al the Jntrils, the whiche reacheth 
from the Midꝛiffe downe vnto the ſhare 
inwardly, and outwardly from the Rey- 
nes o2 Kydnes, downe to the bone Pec⸗ 
ten,about the pziuie partes, Ind thys 
wombe is compounde and made of two 
thinges, that is to ſap,of Syfac @ Myrac. 
Syfac is a Paunicle, and a member ſpers 
matike, official, ſenſible, ſenowy, compoũd 
of ſubtil Myl, and in complexion colde 
and 
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and d2ye, hauing his beginning at the 
inner Pannicle of the Midꝛiffe. And it 
wag oꝛdeyned becauſe it ſhoulde con⸗ 
tepne and bind together al the Intrals, 
and that he defende the Mulculus ſo 
that he oppꝛeſſe not the natural mem 
bers, And that he is ſtrong and tough, 
it is becauſe he ſhould not be lightly bꝛo⸗ 
ken, and that thoſe thinges that are conz 
teyned goo not fooꝛth, as it happeneth to 
them that are bzoken, cc. Myrac is coz 
pound and made of foure things, that is, 
of ſkin outwardly, of katnes, ot acarnous 
pannicle, and of Muſculus fleſhe, And 

that it is to be vnderſtanded, that all the 

whole from Sifac outwarde is called 

Mpꝛac, it appeareth wel by the wozdes 
of Galen, where he commaundeth, that 

in al woundes of the wombe to ſewe the 
Sifac with the Myꝛac, and by that it 
pꝛoueth that there is nothing without 
the Sifac but Myꝛac. And in this My⸗ 
rac o2 vtter parte of the wombe,there is 
noted eyght Muſcles, two Longitudiz , 
nals, pꝛoceeding from the ſheelde of the 
Stomacke vnto Ds Pecten: two Laz 
titudinales comming from the backe 
wardes to the wombe: and foure Tran⸗ 
N. j. uerſe 
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uerſe, of the which two of them ſpzing 
from the Ribbes on the right ſide,and go 
to the left ſide, to the bones of the Yaunz 
ches, oz of Pecten: and the other two 
ſpzing from the Ribbeg on the left ſyde, 
and come ouer the wombe to the righte 
partes,as the other befozc doth. Yeere it 
is to be noted, that by the vertue of the 
ſubtyl wyl that is in the Muſculus lon⸗ 
gitudinal,is made perfect the vertue at⸗ 
tractiue ; and by the muſculug (Tranz 
verſe is made the vertue retentiue: and 
by the muſculus Latitudinale is made 
the vertue expulſiue. It is thus to be 
vnderſtode, that by the vertue attractiue 
is dꝛawen downe into the Intrals al ſu⸗ 
perfluities,both water, wynde, and dyzt: 
By the vertue retentiue all thinges are 
withholden and kept, vntil nature haue 
wꝛought his kinde: And by the vertue 
expulftue is put fo:th al thinges, when 
Nature pꝛouoketh any thing to be done. 
Galen ſayth, that woundes oz inciſtons 
be mo2e perillous in the middeſt of the 
wombe then about the ſides, foꝛ there the 
partes be moze tractable, then any other 
partes be. Alſo he ſayth,that in wounds 
perſing the womb there ſhal not be made 
good 
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god incarnation, except Sifac be ſewed 
with Myꝛac. Nowe to come to p parts 
conteyned within: Fyꝛſt, that which ap⸗ 
peareth next vnder the Sifac is Omen- 
tum, oz Zitbus, the which is a pannicle 
couering the ſtomacke and the Intrals, 
implãted with many Ueynes @ Arteirs, 
and not a little fatnes ozdeyned to keepe 
moyſt the inwarde partes. This Zirbus 
is an official member, and is compound 
of a veyne and an Arteir, the which en⸗ 
treth and maketh a line ot the vtter tuni⸗ 
kle of the ſtomacke, vnto whiche tunikle 
hangeth the Zirbug, and couereth al the 
guttes downe to the ſhayze. Two cauſes 
finde why they were ozdepned : one is 
that they ſhuld defend p nutratiues outz 
wardly: the ſe conde is, that though his 
owne power & vertue he ſhould ſtrength 
> cofozt the digeſtion of al the Nutrates, 
becauſe they are moze fehler then other 
members be,bicauſe they haue but a thin 
wombe oz ſkinne.@c. Next Zirbus ap⸗ 
peareth the Jintrals oz guttes, of which 
Galen ſaith,that the Guttes were o2>ei- 
ned in the tyꝛſt creation to conuey the 
d2ofſe of the meate and dꝛinke, g to clenſe 
the body of their ſuperfluities. And here 
it is to be noted that there be ſixe * 
. ij. 0 
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of one whole Gutte, which both in man 
and beaſt beginneth at the nether mouth 
of the ſtamacke, and ſo continu eth fooꝛth 
tothe end cf the Fundament. Ne uerthe⸗ 
leſle he hath diuers ſhapes and fozmes, 
and diuers operations in the body, and 
thectoꝛe he hath diuers names. And here 
vpon the Philoſophers ſay, that p lower 
wombe of a man is like vnto the wombe 
of a wine. Ind lyke as the ſtomack hath 
two tunikles, in like maner haue al the 
Guttes two tunikles. The fyꝛſt poztion 
of the Guttes is called Duodenum, foz 
he 19.xy. pnches of length, and couereth 
the nether parte of the ſtomacke, and re⸗ 
ceyueth al the dzoſſe of p ſtomacke: The 
ſeconde poztion of the Guttes is called 
Ieiunium, fo; he is euermoze emptie, fo 
to him lyeth euermoze the cheſt of the 
Gal, beating him ſoze,and dꝛaweth fozth 
of him al the dzofſe, @ clenſeth him clene: 
(The iy.poztion oz gutte is called Yleon, 
oꝛ ſmal gutte,and is in length.xv.02.rvj, 
Cubiteg. In this gutte oftentimes fal⸗ 
leth a diſeaſe called Yleaca paſ dio. The 
iiij.gut is called Monoculus, oꝛ blind gut, 
and it ſeemeth to haue but one hole oz 
mouth, but it hath two, one neere vnto 
the other,toz by the one al thinges go in, 

and 
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and by the other they goo out agayne: 
The fyft is called Colon, and recepueth 
al the d2ofſe dep2iued from al p2offtable= 
nelle, and there foꝛe there commeth not to 
him any veynes Miſeraices, as to the oz 
ther: The lyxte @ laſt is called Rectum, 
o2 Lõgaon, and he is ended in the Fun⸗ 
da ment, and hath in his nether end foure 
Muſcle s, to holde, to open, to ſhutte, and 
to put out. cc. Next is to be noted of 
Meſenterium, the which is nothing elſe 
but a texture of innumerable veynes 
Miſeraices, rametied of one veyne called 
Porta epates, couered and defended of 
Pannicles and Ligamentes comming to 
the Intrals, with the backe ful of fatnes 
and glandulus fleſhe. ac, 

The ſtomacke is a member compound 
and ſpermatike, ſenowy and ſenſtble, and 
therein is made perfect the fy2ſt digeſtion 
of Chile. This is aneceſarie member 
to al the body, ſoz if it fayle in his wozz 
king, al the members of the body ſhal coꝛ⸗ 
rupte. Wherefoze Galen ſayth, that the 
ſtomacke was o2depned pꝛincipallp foz 
two cauſes: The firſt, that it ſhoulde be 
to al the members of the body, as p earth 
is to al that are ingendꝛed of the earth, 
that is, that it ſhoulde deſtre ſufficient 
meate 
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meate foz al the whole body: (The ſe⸗ 
conde is, that the ſtomacke ſhoulde be a 
ſacke oz cheſt to al the bodie foꝛ þ meate, 
and as a Cooke to al the members of the 
body. The ſtomacke is made of two pan= 
nicles, ot which the inner is Nerueous, 
and the vtter Carneous. This inner paz 
nicle hath muſculus longitudinales that 
ſtretcheth along from the ſtomacke to the 
mouth, by the which he dꝛaweth to him 
meate and dzinke, as it were handes, 
Alſo he hath Tranuers wyl,foz to with⸗ 
holde oz make retention. And alſo the vt⸗ 
ter pannicle hath Latitudinal wyl, to ex⸗ 
pulſe and put out: and that by his heate 
he ſhoulde helpe the digeſtiue vertue of 
the Stomacke, and by other heates ge⸗ 
uen by his neighbours, as thus, It hath 
the lyuer on the right ſide,chafing g hea⸗ 
ting him with his lobes oz figures: @ the 
Splen on the left ſyde with his fatnes, @ 
veynes ſending to him melancolie, to ex⸗ 
erciſe his appetites: and aboue him is 
the Harte, quickening him with his Ar 
teries: Alſo the bzayne, ſending to him 
a bzaunche of Nerues to geue him fee: 
ling. And he hath on the hinder parte, 
difſending ot the partes of the backe ma⸗ 
ny Lygamentes, with the which he is 

bounde 
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bounde to the Spondels of the backe. 
(The fozme oz fygure of the Stomacke 
is long, in likenes of a gow2de, crooked! 
and that both holes be in the vpper part 
of the body of it, is, becauſe there ſhould 
be no going out of it vnaduiſedly of thoſe 
thinges that are receyued into it, (The 
quantitie of the ſtomacke commonly holz 
deth two pitchers of water, and it maye 
ſuffer many paſſions, and the nether 
mouth of the ſtomacke is narrower then 
the vpper, and that foz thee cauſes ; the 
firſt cauſe is,that the vpper recepueth 
meate great and boyſtrous in ſubſtaunce 
that there beeyng made ſubtile it might 
paſſe into the nether: The ſecond is, foꝛ 
by him paſſeth al the meates, with their 
chiloſitie from the Stomacke to the Lyz 
uer: The thirde is, toꝛ that thzough him 
paſſeth al the dꝛoſle ot the Stomacke to 
the guttes. And this ſuffiſeth foz the 
Stomacke.Tc. 

The Lyuer is a pꝛincipal member, and 
official, and of his firſt creation ſperma⸗ 
tike, complete in quantitie of blood, of 
him ſelf inſencible, but by accidence he is 
ſencible, and in him ig made the ſeconde 
digeſtion, and is lapped in a Senowy 
pannicle, And that he is a pzincipall 
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member, it appeareth openly by the Phi⸗ 
loſophers, by Auicen, and Galen, Ind 
it is official as is the ſtomacke, and it is 
of ſpermatike matter, and ſenowy, ok the 
which is ingendꝛed his Ueynes. Ind bez 
cauſe it was little in quan itie, nature 
hath added to it cruded blood, to the ac⸗ 
compliſhment of ſuſficient quantity, and 
is lanped in a ſenowy pannicle, And why 
the Lyuer is cruded, is, becauſe Þ Chile 
which commeth krom the ſtomacke to the 
Lyuer, ſhould be turned into the colour 
of blood. And why the Lyuer was oꝛdei⸗ 
ned, was, becauſe that al the nutrimenz 
tal blood ſhoulde be mgendzed in him. 
(The pꝛoper place of the Lyuer is vnder 
the falſe Ribbes in the righte fide, The 
fozme of the lyuer is gibbous oz bunchy 
on the backſide, @ it is ſomwhat hollow 
like the inſyde of an hande. And why it 
is ſo ſhapen,is,that it ſhould be plycable 
to the ſtomacke, like as a hande dothe to 
an apple, to comfozte her digeſtion , fo 
his heate is to the ſtomacke as the heate 
of the fyze is to the Potte oꝛ Cauldꝛon 
that hangeth ouer it. Allo the Lyuer is 
bounde with his pellikles to the Dia⸗ 
fragma, and with ſtrong Lygamentes. 
And alſo he hath Colyganes 2 the 
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Stomack and the Jntrals,and with the 
Hart and the Raines,the Teſticles and 
other members. And there are in hym 
flue Pellikles like flue fingers, Galen 
calleth the Liuer Maſlaſanguinaria, con⸗ 
tepning in it ſeife foure ſubſtances, Naz 
tural and Nutrimental. (The naturals 
is ſent with the blood to all partes of the 
body to be ingendꝛed and nouriſhed. And 
the nutrimentals be ſequeſtrate and ſent 
to places oꝛdeyned fo ſome helpinges. 
(Theſe are the places of the humoꝛs, the 
blod in the Lyuer, Choler in the cheſt of 
gal, Melancolie to the Splen, Flegme 
to the Lunges and the Junctures, the 
watery ſuperfluities to the Reynes and 
the Meſike. And they goo with p blood, 
and ſometime they putriſtie and make 
Feuers, and ſome be put out to the ſkin, 
and be reſolued by ſweat, oz by ſkab, by 
Puches, oꝛ by Impoſtumes. And theſe 
foure natural humours, that is to ſay, 
Sanguin, Choler, Melancolv, à Fieme, 
be ingendꝛed and diſtributed in this ma⸗ 
ner: Firſt ye ſhal vnderſtande that from 
the Spermatike matter ofthe Liter inz 
wardly, there 1s ingend2ed two greate 
veynes, of the whiche the firſt and the 
greateſt is called Porta, and commeth 
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from the concauitie of the Lyuer,of wh6 
ſpꝛingeth al the mal veynes Miſeraices, 
and theſe Miſcraices be to Vena porta ag 
the bzaunches of a tree be to the ſtocke 02 
tree. Foz ſome of them be conteyned with 
the botome of the tomacke, ſome wyth 
Duodenum, ſome with Jeiunium, ſome 
with Yleon, @ ſome with Monoculus, oz 
Saccus, And from al theſe guttes they 
bing to Vena porta the ſuccozitie of 
Chilep gooing from the ſtomacke, @ di⸗ 
ſtribute it into the ſubſtaunce of the Lyz 
uer. And theſe veynes Miſeraices be in⸗ 
numerable. Ind in theſe vaynes is be⸗ 
gon the ſeconde digeſtion, and ended in 
the Lpuer, like as is in the Stomacke 
the fyzſt digeſtion, So it pꝛoueth that 
Vena porta and vena Miſeraices ſerue 
to bzing al the ſuccozitie of the meate and 
d2inke that palleth the Stomacke to the 
Liuer,and they ſpꝛeade them ſelues tho⸗ 
rough the ſubſtaunce of the Liuer in⸗ 
wardly,and al they ſtretche towards the 
gibbos oz bowing part of the Liuer, and 
there they meete and goe al into one vni⸗ 
tie, make the ſecond great veine called 
Venakelis oz Concaua,oz Vena ramoſa, 
al is one, and he with his rotes dꝛaweth 

out 
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out al the blod ingendzed from the Ly⸗ 
ner, and with his bꝛaunches ramefying 
vpwardes and downewardes, carieth 
and conueyeth it to al other members of 
the body to be nouriſhed with, where is 
made perfect the thirde digeſtion. And 
alſo there goeth from the Lyuer veines 
bearing the ſuperfluities ok the thirde 
digeſtion to their pꝛoper places, as it 
ſhal be declared hereafter, 

Nowe to ſpeake of the Gal, oꝛ the cheſt 
of the Gal: it is an official member, and 
it is ſpermatike and ſenowy, and hath in 
it a ſubtil wyl, and it is as a purſe oz 4 
pannicular veſike in the holowneſſe of 
the Lyuer, about the middle pericle oz 
lobe, oꝛdeyned to receyue the Choſerike 
ſuperfluities which are ingendzed in the 
Lyuer. The which purſe oꝛ bagge hath 
thzee holes oz neckes ; by the fyzſtehe 
dꝛaweth to him from the Lyuer the choz 
ler, that the blood be not hurt by the choz 
ler: by the leconde necke he ſendeth to 
the bottome of the ſtomacke Choler to 
further the digeſtion of the ſtomacke 2 
And by the third neck he ſendeth the choz 
ler regularly from one gutte to another 
to clenſe them of their ſuperfluities and 
d2offe;and the quantitie of the purſe may 
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conteyne in it halfe a pinte. @c. 

And next is the Splen, oz the Milte, 
the whiche is a ſpermatike member, as 
are other members, and official, and is 
the receptoꝛy of the melancolious ſuper⸗ 
fluities that are ingendꝛed in the Liuer. 
And his place is on the lefte ſide, tranſz 
uerſlye lincked to the ſtomacke, and his 
fubſtaunce is thinne. And two cauſes 
finde why he was oꝛdeyned there: The 
firſt is, that by the melancolious ſuper⸗ 
fluities that are ingendꝛed of the Lyuer 
which he dzaweth to him, he is nouriſhed 
with: The ſeconde cauſe is, that the nuz 
tritiue blod ſhould by him be made the 
moze purer and cleane, from the dzofſe 
and thicking of melancolie. cc. 

And next of the Reynes and Kidnes ? 
It is to be vnderſtoode, that within the 
region of the Nutrites backwardes, are 
oꝛdeyned the Kidnes,to clenſe the blood 
from the waterie ſuperfluities, Ind they 
haue ech of them two paſſages, oz holes, 
oz neckes ; by the one is dꝛawen the waz 
ter from Uenakelis by two veynes, whiz 
che ar called vena emulgentes, the length 
of a fynger of a man, and iſſueth from 
the Liuer: and by the other is ſente the 
ſame water to the Bladder,and is called 

Poros 
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Poros vrithides. The ſubſtaunce of the 
Kidnes is Lazartus fleſhe, hauing Lon⸗ 
gitudinal wyl. And their place is behinde 
on eache ſide of the Spondles, and they 
are two in number, and the righte Kidz 
ney lyeth ſome what hyer then the lefte, 
and is bounde faſt to the backe with Lyz 
gamentes, The Philoſopher ſayth, that 
mans kidneys are like to the kidnes of a 
Cowe, ful of harde knottes, hauing in 
him many harde concauities, and there⸗ 
foze the ſoꝛes of them be harde to cure, 
Alſo they are moze harder in ſubſtaunce 
then any other fleſhy member, and that 
fo: two cauſes: one is, that he bee not 
muche hurt of the ſharpnelle of the vzin 3 
(The other is, that the ſame vzin that 
paſſeth from him might the better be al⸗ 
tered and clenſed thzoughe the ſame. 
Alſo there commeth from the harte ta 
eche of the kydnes an Arteir, that bzinz 
geth with him blood, heate, ſpirite, and 
lyfe. And in the ſame maner there comz 
meth a vepne from the Lyuer,that bzinz 
geth blood to nouriſhe the kydnes, called 
blood nutrimental. The greaſe of theſe 
kydnes oz fatnes is as of other inwarde 
members, but it is an official member, 
made of thinne blood, congeled @T cruded. 
| though 
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though colde: and there is oꝛdeyned the 
greater quantitie in his place, becauſe it 
ſhould receyut and temper the heate of 
the kydnes, which they haue of the by⸗ 
ting ſharpnelle of the water. Nowe by 
the kydnes vpon the Spondels paſſeth 
Venakelis, oꝛ venacaua, which is a veyne 
of a great ſubſtaunce, foꝛ he receyueth al 
the nutrimental blood from the Lyuer: 
and from him paſſeth manp ſmal pypes 
on euery ſide, and at the Spondei bea 
tweene the Shoulders he deuideth him 
ſcife whole into two great dzaunches, 
the one goeth into the one arme, and the 
other into the other, and there they de⸗ 
uide them ſelues into many veynes and 
bꝛanches: as it is declared in the armes. 


The Anatomicof the 
Hanches, and their parts. 


De Manches are the lower parte 
of the wombe, ioyning to the 
Thies, and the ſecret members. 
And thꝛee thinges there are to be noted 
thereof: the firſt is of the partes conte i⸗ 
ning: the ſeconde is of the partes con⸗ 
teyned: and the thirde is of the partes 
P2.02 
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pꝛocteding outwardes. The partes con⸗ 

teyning outwardly, be My ric and Sifac, 
the Zirbus, and the bones. The partes 
cont eyned inwardly, are, the Vezike, oz 
bladder, the ſpermatike veſſels, the Ma: 
trix in women, Longaon, Nerues, Ueyz 
nes, and Arteirs diſſending downwards 
(The partes pꝛocteding outwardes, are, 
The Buttockes, and the Mulcles diſz 
ſending to the Thies, of whiche it is 
to be ſpoken of in ozder, And firſt of the 
partes contepning ; as of Myꝛac, Sifac, 
and Zirbus, there is pnough ſpoken cf in 
the Anatomie of the wombe. But as foꝛ 
the bones of the Yanches, There be of 
the partes of the backe thzee Spondels 
of Oſsa ſacri, ozof the Manches, @ thzee 
cartilaginis ſpondels of Oſsa caude, cal⸗ 
led, The tayle bonne. And thus it is pꝛo⸗ 
ued, that there is in euery man, woman, 
and childe. xxx.ſpondels, and thus they 
are to be numbꝛed: In the ecke, vij.in 
the Kidge, xij. in the Neynes, v. & in the 
Manches, vj. And it is to be ncted, that 
eucry ſpondel is hollowe in the middeſt, 
thꝛough which holownelſe paſſeth Nuca 
from the Bꝛayne, oz the marowe of the 
backt. Ind ſome Authoꝛs ſay, that My⸗ 
nuca is of the fame ſubſtaunce that the 
Bꝛapne 
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B24ene is of,foz it is like in ſubſtaunce, 
and in it ſelfe geueth to the Perues both 
the vertue of mouing and feeling. And 
alſo euery Spondel is holed on euery 
ſide,thzough the which holes both Ar⸗ 
teirs and veynes, doo bzing from the 
hart and the Lyuer both lyfe g nouriſh⸗ 
ment, like as they do to the bzapne ; and 
from the pannicle of Minuca oz the maz 
rowe of the backe, thzough the holes of 
the ſides of the ſpondels,ſpzingeth fozth 
Nerues motiues, and there they inter⸗ 
medle them ſelues with the ſtrong Lyz 
gamentes that be inſencible, and ſo the 
Lygamentes recepue that feeling of the 
Nerue, which the Nerue taketh of My⸗ 
nuca. Ind by this reaſon many Autozs 
pꝛoue, that Mynuta is of the ſame ſub⸗ 
ſtaunce that the Bzayne is of, and the 
panicles of the Nuca is of the ſubſtance 
of the pannikles ofthe Bzayne, gc. And 
eche of theſe ſpondels be bounde faſt one 
with another,ſo that one of them maye 
not wel be moued without another. And 
ſo al theſe ſpodles together, coteined one 
by another are called y Ridgbone, which 
is the fundation of al the ſhape of the boz 
dy. (They with the laſte ſpondel be con⸗ 


tepned oz ioyned fo the bones of the 
Man⸗ 
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Hanches, and they be the vpholders of 


al the ſpondleg. Ind theſe bones be ſmal 


towardes the taple bone, and bꝛoade toz 
wardes the Manches, and befoze they 
iopne and make Os pectinis. And ſo 
they be bꝛode in the partes of the Jlcs, 
and thercfoze ſome Authozs calleth it 
Ilea. Ind ech of theſe two bones toward 
the lyuer hath a great rotinde hole, into 
the whiche is receyued the bone called 
Vertebra, oꝛ, The whozle bone, Alto bez 
ſides that place there is a great hole oz 
way, thzough the which paſſeth fro aboue 

uſculus, veynes, and Irteirs,and go 
into the Thees. And thus it is to be no: 
ted, that of this bone Pecten, and the 
bone Vertebra, is made the iuncture of 
the Thye. 

Now to ſpeake of the parts conteined, 
(The firſt thing that commeth to ſight,is 
the Bladder,the which is an official mez 
ber, compounde of two Neruous Pana 
nic les, in complerion colde @ dꝛy, whoſe 


necke is carnous, and hath Mutcles to 


withholde, and to let go: And in men it 
is long, and is conteyned with the yard, 
palling thꝛough Peritoneum, but in wo⸗ 
men it is ſhoꝛter, and is contepned with⸗ 
in the Vulua. The place ot᷑ the bladder is 
8 Mi. beeweens 
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betweene the bone of the Share and the 
tavie gutte called Longaon, and in wo⸗ 
men it is betwecne the foꝛeſayde Bone 
and the Matrix. And in it is implanted 
two long Uefelg comming from the 
kidnes, whoſe names be Porri vrichides, 
b:inging with them the Uzin oz water 
from the kidnes to the bladder, whiche 
p2iuily entreth into the holes of the pan 
nicles ot the bladder, by a natural mo⸗ 
uing betweene tunicle and tunicle, and 
there the vzin fyndeth the hole of the ne⸗ 
ther tunikle,and there it entreth pꝛiuily 
into the concauitie of the bladder, and the 
moze that the bladder is fiiled with vꝛin, 
the ſtraighter be the two tunicles com: 
Aſed togeather, foz the holes of the tu⸗ 
nicles be not euen one agaynſt another, 
and therekoꝛe if the bladder be neuer ſo 
ful, there may none goe backe agayne. 
The toꝛme of it is rounde, the quantitie 
of it is a pitcher full, in ſome moze, and 
in ſome leſſe. cc. Allo there is founde 
two other veſſels called, vaza ſeminaria, 
oz the ſnermatike veſſels. And they come 
from Uienakelis, bzinging blood to the 
Toſtikles, as wel in man, as in woman, 
in the which by his further digeſtion it 
is made ſparme oz nature in men. They 
e 
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be put ontwarde, koꝛ the Teſt kles be 
—＋ t, but in women it abydeth with⸗ 
n, fo their Teſticies ſtande within, as 
it &: u be declared hereafter, 
Next f9!c weth the Matrix in women: 
The Matrix in woman is an official 
member, compounde and an 
end ii: compier on code and . And it 
ig the lelde cf mans gen -ati on and jt ig 
an inſtrument ſoſcertine, Matic to bare 
a thing recchuing oz caking: ard her P20 
per place is betænt the bladder 2nd the 
gutfe Longaon, the likenes ck it is as it 
were a parde reverſed oz turned ras 
warde: hauing teſtikleg likewiſe, ag a5 
koꝛeſaid:a.ſ the Matrix hath two conca⸗ 
uities oz ſelles, and no moe, but al bt̃aſts 
haue as: many kelles a3 they haue pappes 
heades. Alſo it hath a long necke lyke an 
vꝛynal, ⁊ in euery neck? it hath a mouth, 
that is to ſaye, one within, and an other 
without. The inner in the tyme of cons 
ception is ſhutte, and the vtter parte is 
open,as it was befoze: and it hath in the 
middeſt a Lazartus pannicle, whiche is 
called in Laten Tentigo. And in the crea 


tion of this Pannicle 15 kounde two vti⸗ 


lities: The firſt is, that by it goeth tozth 
the vꝛin, oꝛ els it ſhould be ſhed thzough: 
M. yu. out 
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ont al the Vulua : (The ſeconde is, that 
when a woman doth ſet hir thies abꝛode 
it altereth the ayze that commeth to the 
Matrix foz to temper the heat. Further: 
moze, the necke that is betweene theſe 
two foꝛeſayde mouthes, in her concaui⸗ 
tie hath many inuolutions and pleates, 
ioyned together in the maner of Roſe 
leaues befoze they be fully ſpzead oz ripe, 
and ſo they be ſhut togeather as a Purſe 
mouth, ſo that nothing map paſſe fwzth 
but vꝛin, vntil the time of chylding. Allo 
about the middle of this necke be certain 
veynes in Maydens, the which in tyme 
of deflouring be cozrupt bzoken. Fur: 
thermoze,in the ſides of the vtter mouth 
of the mouth are two teſticles oz ſtones, 
and alſo two veſſels of ſparme ſhozter 
then mans veſſels, and in time of coyt 
the womans ſperme is ſhed down into 
the bottome of the Matrix. Alſo from 
the Lyuer there commeth to the Matrix 
many veynes,bzinging to the childe nou⸗ 
riſhing at the time of a womans beeing 
with childe: and thoſe veynes, at ſuche 
time as the Matrix is voyde, bzing ther: 
to ſuperfluities from certayne members 
of the body, whereof are ingendzcd wo⸗ 

mens flowzes. gc. 
And 


of the Anatomie. 


Ind foꝛaſmuche as it hath pleaſed als 
mightie God to geue the knowledge of 
theſe his myſteries and wozkes vnto his 
Creatures in this pzeſcnt wozlde, Mere 
FJ purpoſe to declare what thing Sms 
d:con is, and his creation. (The nobie 
Philoſophers, as Galen, Xuicen, Bar⸗ 
tholomeus, and diuers other writing 
vpon this matter, ſay, That Embzeon 
is 2 thing ingend2ed in the mothers 
wombe, the oziginal wherof is þ ſparme 
of the man and the woman, of the which 
is made by the might and power of God, 
in the mothers wombe a chylde, as herez 
after moze at large ſhal be declared, Firſt 
the feeide of generation called the Ma⸗ 
trix, oꝛ the mother, is knowen in the a⸗ 
natomie, whoſe place is pꝛoperly betwixt 
the Bladder and Longaon in the woma, 
in which place is ſowen by the tillage ot 
man a couenable matter of kindly heate, 
oz kindly heate is cauſe efficeens bothe 
of dooing and wo2king, and ſpirite that 
geueth vertue to tize body, and gouerneth 
and ruleth that vertue: the which ſeede 
of generation commeth from al the par⸗ 
tes ot the body both of the man and the 
woman, with conſent @ wol of al mem⸗ 
bers, and is ſhed into the place of concey: 

uing, 
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uing, where though the vertue of Naz 
ture it is gathered together in the ſelles 
of the matrix oz the mother, in whom by 
the way of the woꝛking cf mans ſeede, 
and by the way et ſufrering of the woz 
mans ſeede mixte together, fo that eche 
of them wozketh in other, and ſuffereth 
in other, there is ingendzed Embꝛeon. 
And fucther it is to be noted, that tis 
ſparme that commeth both ek man and 
woman, is made g gathered of the moſt 
beſt and pureſt dzops cf blood in all the 
body, and by the labour andchafing of the 
teſtikles oz ſtones this blood is turned 
into another kinde, and is made ſparme. 
And in man it is hottc, white, @ thicke, 
wherfoze it may not ſpꝛead noz runne az 
bꝛoade of it ſelte, but runneth and taketh 
temperaunce cf the womans ſparme, 
which hath contrarie qualities, foz the 
womans ſparme is thinner, colder, and 
feebler, Ind as ſome Authoꝛs holde opi⸗ 


_ > njon, when this matter is gathered into 


the right ſide of the matrix, then it hap⸗ 
peneth a male kinde, and likewiſe on the 
lefte the female, and where the vertue is 
mo, there it ſauoureth moſt, And fur: 
ther it is to be noted, that iyke as the Rez 
net of the Cheeſe hath by him ſelle A. 
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way oz vertue of wozking, ſo hath the 
mylke by wape of ſuffering : and as the 
Renet and mplke make the cheeſe,ſo doth 
the ſparme of man and woman make 
the generation of Embzeon, of the which 
thing ſpꝛingeth by the vertue of kindlp 
heate, a certayne ſkinne oz caule, into the 
which it lappeth it lelte in, where with at 
terwardes it is tyed to the mothers 
wombe, the whiche couering commeth 
fo:th with the byꝛth of the childe, and if 
it happen that any of the ſkinne remaine 
after the byzth of the childe, then is the 
woman in peril of her lyfe. Furthermoꝛe 
it is ſayde, that of this Embzeon is inz 
gendꝛed the Mart, the Lyuer, the Bzayne 
Nerues, veynes, Irteirs, Cozdes, Lyz 
gamentes, Skinnes, Griſtles, c Bones, 
re:eyuing to them by kindly vertue the 
menſtrual blood, ot whiche is ingendꝛed 
both fleſhe and fatnes, And as wzyters 
ſap,the fy2ſt thing that is ſhapen be the 
pꝛincipals, as is the arte, Lyuer, and 
Bꝛayne. Foz of the Yart ſpzingeth the 
Arteirs, of the Lyuer the Uepnes, and 
of the Bꝛayne the 'Merues ; and when 
theſe are made, Nature maketh g ſha⸗ 
peth Bones and gryſtles to keepe & ſaue 
them, as the bones of the head foꝛ the 
Payne, 
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B2ayne,the Bzeſt bones and the Ribbes 
foz the Marte and the Lyuer, And after 
theſe ſpzirgeth al other member one af 
ter another. And thus is the childe bzev 
foozth in four degrees, as thus, The firſt 
ig, when the ſayde ſparme oz ſeede is at 
the fyꝛſt ag it were mylke: The ſeconde 
ts, when it is turned from that kinde inz 
to another kinde, is yet but ag a lumpe 
of blood, and this is called of Ppocras, 
Fettus : The thirde degree is, when the 
pꝛincipals be ſhapen,as the Mart, lyuer, 
and Bzayne : (The fourth and laſte, as 
when a! the other members be perfectly 
ſuapen, then it receyueth the ſoule wyth 
life and bzeath, and then it beginneth to 
moue it ſelfe alone; Nowe in theſe foure 
degrees afceſayde, in the fyzt ag milke 
it continueth, vij. dayes: in the ſeconde 
as Fettus, ix.dayes: in the thirde as 4 
lumpe of fleſhe ingendzing the pꝛinci⸗ 
pals the ſpace ot, ix.days: and the tourth 
vnto the tyme ot ful perfection of al the 
whole members, is the ſpace of, rviy. 
dapeg: So is there, xlvj.dapes from the 
day cf cenception vnto the day of ful per⸗ 
fection and recevuing of the ſoule, as 
God beſt bnoweth. 

Now to come agapne to the — 
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of the Hanches: Then come we to Lon- 
gaon,otherwiſe called, (The tayle gutte, 
whoſe ſubſtance is panniculer, as of al 
the other bowels, the length of it is of a 
ſpanne long, ſtretching nigh to the Rayz 
nes, his nether parte is called Annis, 
that is to ſay, The towel. And about him 
is found two Muſcles, the one to open, 
the other to ſhutte. Alſo there is koͤunde 
in him ſtue veynes oz bzaunches of vey⸗ 
nes, called vena emoraidales, and they 
haue coliganes with the bladder, wherez 
foze they are partners in their greeues, 
And when this Longaon is rayſed vp, 
then ye may ſe the veynes and arteirs, 
and ſenowes, howe they be bzaunched 
and bounde downe to the nether partes; 
(The partes pꝛocteding outwardly, are, 
Didimus, Peritoneum, the Parde, the 
Teſtikles, and the Buttockes. And fyꝛſt 
it ſhal be ſpoken of the varde, oꝛ of mans 
generatiue members, the whiche dureth 
vnto that parte that is called Peritone⸗ 
um,the which place is from the Coddes 
vnto the Fundament, wherevpon 18 a 
ſeame, Wherfoze ſayth the Philoſopher, 
Mans yard is in the ende and terme of 
the ſhare, (The parde is an official mem⸗ 
N.j. ber, 
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ber, and the tyller of mans generation, 
compounde and made of ſkinne, bzaw- 
nes, Tendons, veynes, arteirs, ſenewes, 
and great Lygaments: and it hath in it 


erb paſſages, oꝛ pꝛincipal iſſues, that is 


to ſay, one fo2 the ſparme, and another 
fo2 the v2yn. And as the Philoſophers 
ſay, the quantitie of a common pard is 
vin. oꝛ, ix.vnches, with meſurable bignes 
pꝛopoꝝtianed to the quantitie of the ma⸗ 
trix. This member hath, as ſayth Aui⸗ 
cen, thꝛee holes, thzough one paſſeth inz 
cenſtble poliſſions and wynde, that cauz 
ſeth the yard to ryſe: the other two holes 
be declared befoze. Alſo the yard hath a 
ſkinne, and about the head thereof it is 
double, and that men call Prepuſium, 
and this ſkinne is mouable, foꝛ thzough 
his conſecration the ſpermatike matter 
is the better and ſoner gathered toge⸗ 
ther, and loner caſt toꝛth from the (Te: 
ſticles: foꝛ by him is had the moze delec⸗ 
tation in the doing. And the fozmoſt part 
of the head of the yard befoze is made of 
a ſubtil bꝛa wn flcſhe, the whiche if it be 
once loſt, it is neuer reſtoʒ ed agayne, but 

it may wel be ſkinned. cc. 
The Coddes is a compounde — 
er, 
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ber, and an official“, and though it be 
counted amongſt the generatiue mem⸗ 
bers, yet it is called a pzincipal member 
becauſe of generation, (This purſs was 


o2deined foz the cuſtodie @ comfozt of thf z 


teſtikles and other ſpermatike veſſeiles, 

And it is alſo made ot two partes, ot the 

inner, and the vtter. The vtter is com⸗ 

pound and made ot ſkinne, and lazartus, 

longitudinal, and tranſuerſal,in {ike maz 

ner as is the Myꝛac. (The inner parte 

of the Coddes is of the ſubſtaunce of the 

Sifac,and are in ſimilitude as two poc⸗ 

kets dꝛawen together by them ſelues, 

and they differ not from the Sitac: and 
there be two, bicauſe if there fal any hurt 
to the one, the other ſhould ſcrue. The 
(Teſtikles oz ſtones be two, made of glã⸗ 
dulus fleſhe oz curnelly ficſhe, And tur⸗ 
thermoze, thzough the Didimus cometh 
to the Teſtikles from the Bꝛayne, Se⸗ 
nowes, and trom the Mart Arteirs, and 
from the Luer veynes, bzinging vnto 
them both keling and ſteering, lyfe and 
ſpirite, and nutrimental blood, and the 
molt pureſt blood of al other members of 
the body, whereof is made the ſparme by 
the labour of the (Telticles, the which is 
N. u. put

put kooꝛth in due tyme, as is befoze re⸗ 
he irſed. 

The Groynes be knowen: they be the 
emy iunctures oz purging place vnto the 
Lyuer, and they haue curnelly fleſhe in 
the plying oz bowing of the Thyes. 
The Yippes haue great bzawny fleſhe 
on them, and from thence diſſende downz 
wards bzawnes, coꝛdes, and lpgaments, 
mouing and bynding together the thies, 
with the Waunches themſelues, 
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Thyes, Legges,and Feete. 


HE Legge reacheth from the 
Joynt of the Thie vnto the ex- 
tremitie of the Toes, and J wyl 
deuide it in partes, as the armes were 
deuided: One parte is called Coxa, oz 
Thigh, and that is al that is conteyned 
from the ioynt of the Haunche vnto the 
Knee: The ſeconde part is called Tibia, 
and that reacheth from the Knee to the 
Ankle: (The thirde is the little foote, 
and that is from the Ankle,vnto the end 
of the (Toes, And here it is to be =— 

that 
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that the Thigh, Legge, and Foote, are 
compounde and made as the great arme 
oz hande, with ſkinne, fieſhe, vevnes, arz 
teirs, ſenewes, bꝛawnes, tendons, and 
bones, whercof they are to be ſpoken of 
in oꝛder. Ok the ſkinne and flethe there 
is ynough ſpoken of befoꝛe. And ag of 
vepnes and arteirs, in their diſcending 
downewardes at the laſte ſponde's they 
be deuided into two partes, wherecf the 
one parte goeth into the rig yt Th ve, and 
the other into the lekte: and when they 
come to the Thye they be deuided into 
other two great bꝛaunches: the one of 
them ſpꝛeadeth into the inner ſide of the 
Legge, and the other ſpꝛeadeth into the 
vtter ſyde, and ſo bzaunching diſſende 
downe the Legge to the ankles g fœte, 
and be bzought into foure veynes, which 
be commonly vſed in letting blood, as 
hereafter foloweth. One of them is vn⸗ 
der the inner ankle towarde the heele, 
called Soffena, and another vnder the vt⸗ 
ter ankle, called Siattica, and another 
vnder the hamme, called Poplitica, the 
fourth betweene the little Toe and the 
next, called Kenalis. Ind it is to be noted 
of theſe foure great veynes in the legges 
of the manyfolde daungers that no 
a 
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fal of them, as oft it happeneth. There be 
many other bzaunches which a Chirurz 
gien nedeth not much to paſſe vpon. The 
Sencweeſ pꝛing of the laſt ſpondel, @ of 
Os ſacrum, and paſſeth thꝛough the hole 
ot the bone of the Hippe, and diſſendeth 
to the Bzawnes, and moueth the Knee g 
the ham, and theſe diſſende downe to the 
ankle, and moue the fote , and the bꝛaw⸗ 
nes of the feete moue the (Toes, in lyke 
maner as is declared in the bones of the 
handes. (The firſt is called Coxa,that is 
The thye bone, and he is without a fel: 
lowe,and1s ful of marow,and is round 
at eyther ende: The roundnes that is 
at the vpper ende is called Vertebrum, 
oꝛ Uhurle bone, and boweth inwardes, 
and is receyued into the boxe oz hole of 
the hanche bone ; and at the lower @ toz 
wards the Knee there it hath two rounz 
des, which be recepued into the concaui⸗ 
ties of the bone of the legge at the knee, 
called the great Foſlels. There is alſo at 
the knee a rounde bone called, The knee 
panne. Then foloweth the legge, wherin 
is two bones, called Focile maior, and 
Focile minor, the bygger ot them paſſeth 
befoꝛe, making the ſhape of the ſhinne, c 
it is called the ſhinne bone, and paſſeth 

> downe 
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downe making the inner ankle. The 
leſſe paſſeth from the knee backwardes, 
diſſending downe to the vtter ankle, and 
there toꝛmeth that ankle. c. The bones 
of the foote are, xxvj.as thus, Fyꝛſt, next 
the ankle bone is one, called in Laten 
Orobaliſtus : next vnder that towardes 
the eele is one, called Calcany: and bez 
tweene them is another bone called 
Os nauculare: In the ſeconde warde 
there be foure bones, called Raceti, as be 
in the handes. In the thirde @ fourth 
warde be, xiiij. called Digitori: and. v. 
called Pectens at the extremities of the 
Toes, next to the naples. And thus be 
there in the fote, xxvj. bones, with the 
Legge from the Ankle to ß Knee, two in 
the Knee, and one rounde and flat bone, 
and in the Thye one. And thus ſhal 
pou finde in the whole Legge 
and Foote, xxx. bones. And 
this ſuffiſeth koʒ young 
4 Pꝛacticioners. 
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
